Having  procured  a  positior 
with  a  traveling  company  as  second  violinist,  on  his  return  to  the  domestic  domicile  his  father  placec 
him  under  the  tutelage  of  two  of  the  best  musicians  in  Washington.  Luigi  Schneider,  the  bandmastei 
of  the  Marine  Band,  having  disobeyed  the  orders  of  his  suprior,  was  court-martialed  and  summaril; 
discharged;  Sousa  was  then  appointed  bandmaster,  remaining  in  that  capacity  for  fourteen  years 
resigning  to   organize   his    own   band   in    1892.

2.  Overture,  "Preciosa" Karl  Maria  Von  Weber 

Karl  Maria  Von  Weber,  was  recognized  as  the  most  influential  composer  during  his  time  by 
his  countrymen  and  he  was  also  a  notable  pianist ;  he  could  stretch  a  twelfth  on  the  piano.  He  com- 
posed many  operas  and  overtures.  In  a  turmoil  of  intrigue  and  dissipation  he  forgot  his  art  until  he 
became  involved  in  a  quarrel  leading  to  his  banishment  in  1810;  he  finally  recovered  from  his  dilemma, 
returning   in   better   spirits.

DECORATIVE  IRON  WORK 

One  of  the  decorative  arts,  that  now 
seems  to  be  but  a  past  fad,  is  the  orna- 
mental iron  work.  Originals  in  this 
handicraft  would  not  now  be  paid  the 
price  demanded  for  them,  by  the  general 
public,  as  modern  machinery  can  stamp 
them  out  in  great  numbers  and  much 
cheaper,  though  needless  to  say  the 
beauty  of  the  original  is  lost. 

Presumably  the  most  popular  of  archi- 
tectural iron  work  may  be  found  in  the 
"hinge"  and  "strap"  ornamentation,  used 
during  the  early  Roman  period.  The 
evolution  of  this  art  progressed  from 
that  period  to  the  later  part  of  the  six- 
teenth century. 

Remarkable  examples  of  iron  work 
can  be  seen  on  the  massive  doors  of 
Notre  Dame,  Paris,  on  the  doors  of 
Merton  College,  at  Oxford,  and  on  those 
of  St.  George's  Chapel  at  Windsor.  Un- 
usual examples  of  this  handicraft  are 
found  as  far  back  as  the  twelfth  century. 

England,  Belgium,  Germany,  Switzer- 
land and  Spain  were  famed  for  their 
artistic  metal  decorations.  The  Gothic 
influence  is  strongly  felt  in  all  decorative 
iron  work. 

In  tlie  M.  H.  dc  Young  Memorial 
Museum  there  is  a  wrought  iron  gate 
which  was  made  in  Germany  during  the 
eighteenth  century.  It  is  highly  orna- 
mental r.nd  consists  of  one  double  gate 
and  two  single  ones.  The  arch  of  the 
gates  arc  surmounted  by  Cupid  heads 
vi'ith  garlands  of  flowers  and  fruits,  while

Steinhart  Gift  to  San  Francisco

Swamp  to  Be  Feature 

One  unique  feature  of  the  aquarium, 
not  to  be  found  in  any  other  in  the 
world,  will  be  the  inside  court,  about 
which  the  exhibit  rooms  will  be  grouped. 
The  court  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
replica  swamp,  containing  fish,  snakes, 
frogs,  turtles,  salamanders  and:  other 
amphibians  arranged  in  a  setting  to  stim- 
ulate their  natural  habitat. 

An  aquarium  in  Golden  Gate  Park  has 
long  been  the  dream  of  all  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  clubs,  labor  unions  and  other 
civic  organizations  have  passed  resolu- 
tions urging  speedy  action  upon  the  plan 
submitted  to  the  people  as  far  back  as 
1916,  when  the  city  voted  that  the  Su- 
pervisors appropriate  not  less  than 
$20,000  a  year  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  an  institution.  Such  a  building  had 
long  been  the  dream  also  of  Sigmund 
and  Ignatz  Steinhart,  wealthy  banker 
brothers  and  public-spirited  citizens  ot 
San    Francisco. 

$250,000  for  Building 

Prior  to  the  death  of  Ignatz  Steinhart, 
in  1917,  he  had  announced  his  gift  of 
$100,000  to  the  city  to  be  used  for  con- 
struction of  an  aquarium,  and  upon  his 
death  it  was  found  that  he  had  be- 
queathed $250,000  for  such  a  purpose. 
This  sum  was  turned  over  to  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  December,  1919. 
Since  then  it  has  grown  to  $275,000,  and 
this  amount  will  be  used  for  the  build- 
ing and  equipment,  leaving  the  mainte- 
nance to  the  city. 

In  the  year  and  a  half  since  the  money 
was  distributed  to  the  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Dr.  Evermann  and  Trygve 
Ronneberg,  appointed  engineer,  have 
traveled  throughout  the  United  States 
and  studied  the  various  technical  matters 
of  aeration,  tanks,  temperature  control 
and  other  details  connected  with  the 
proper  construction  and  equipment. 

Plans  for  the  building  were  prepared 
by  Lewis  P.  Hobart,  appointed  architect 
by  the  academy  board  of  trustees. — San 
Francisco  Chronicle.

the     gates     themselves    are     ornamented 
with  gififin  heads  and  flowers. 

Also  on  display  are  knockers  of  early 
days  and  elaborate  locks  of  the  Gothic 
and  Renaissance  period — a  collection  of 
keys  from  the  twelfth  to  the  sixteenth 
century,  some  simple  and  delicate  in  de- 
sign others  elaborate  and  flamboyant. 
Another  most  unusual  collection  is  that 
of  "Chamberlain  Keys,"  the  duplicate  of 
which  probably  cannot  be  found  in  any 
other  museum.  These  keys  are  of  mod- 
erate size,  of  gold,  elaborately  desiged 
and  surmounted  by  the  arms  of  the  royal 
patrons.  Among  them  is  one  given  to 
Count  Frederick  August  of  Brockdorfif 
by  Maximilian  Joseph  I  of  Bavaria,  and 
keys  given  to  their  chamberlains  by 
Elector  Maximilian  II  of  Bavaria,  the 
king  of  Poland-Saxony,  Grand  Duke 
Leopold  of  Baden  and  other  kings  and 
princes.  CHAS.  E.  PENEZ. 


A  FOSSIL  AMMONITE  EXHIBITED 

In  the  Museum  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  there  has  been  placed  on  ex- 
hibition in  the  center  case  of  the  main 
hall  a  beautiful  specimen  of  an  ammonite. 
This  was  found  near  Rapid  City,  South 
Dakota,  by  Mrs.  Idella  Mitchell  and  de- 
posited in  the  Museum  as  a  loan.  Some 
of  the  fine  pearly  luster  and  marvelous 
iridescence  of  the  original  shell  are  pre- 
served in  much  more  perfect  condition 
than  is  usual  in  a  fossil  so  old  as  this. 

Ammonites  were  shell  fish,  related  to 
the  Chambered  Nautilus  (exhibited  close 
by),  which  was  made  famous  by  the 
poem  of  Oliver  Windell  Holmes.  They 
lived  in  ancient  seas,  long  before  any 
mammals  appeared  on  the  earth.  The 
North  American  continent,  as  we  know 
it  now,  had  not  been  born.  It  may  have 
been  one,  or  it  may  have  been  ten  mil- 
lion years  ago;  no  way  to  determine 
the  age  in  years  has  been  discovered. 
But  they  lived  during  the  Carboniferous 
age,  when  most  of  the  coal  beds  of  the 
world  were  forming.

STEINHART  AQUARIUM 

PLANS  ARE  APPROVED 

BY  THE  PARK  BOARD 

Location  and  plans  for  the  $275,000 
Steinhart  aquarium  were  formally  ac- 
cepted and  approved  by  the  Park  Com- 
mission at  its  Thursday  meeting.  Bids 
upon  the  contract  will  be  opened  shortly 
and  work  will  begin  by  October  1,  ac- 
cording to  the  announcement  yesterday 
of  the  architect,  Lewis  P.  Hobart. 

The  building,  which  will  be  of  con- 
crete with  cement  finish,  will  be  erected 
as  a  second  unit  of  the  present  Academy 
of  Sciences,  adjoining  it  on  the  south- 
east corner.  It  will  face  the  band  con- 
course, and,  being  placed  at  some  dis- 
tance back  of  the  line  of  the  academy, 
there  will  be  a  large  court  in  the  fore- 
ground for  a  pool,  fountain  and  land- 
scaping. 

Has  New  Features 

It  is  planned  to  keep  seals  in  the  fifty- 
foot  pool  in  this  inner  court. 

Within  the  structure  there  will  be  em- 
bodied several  new  features  in  aqua- 
rium building.  One  of  these,  not  to  be 
found  in  any  other  aquarium  In  the 
world,  will  be  the  miniature  swamp  in 
the  inner  court,  containing  fish,  snakes, 
frogs,  turtles,  salamanders  and  other  am- 
phibians. Fish  of  all  descriptions  will 
fill  the  400  running  feet  of  glass  cases 
arranged  about  the  U-shaped  corridor 
surrounding  the  inner  court.

Ruggiero  Leoncavallo  was  born  in  Xaples,  Italy,  and  is  best  known  by  his  very  successful  opera, 
"I'Pagliacci"  (The  Clowns),  produced  at  Milan,  1892.  This  piece  was  recognized  as  his  masterpiece. 
The  prologue  brought  him  fame  and  popularized  his  name.  Has  also  produced  "I  Medici,"  "Tomaso 
Chatterton"  and  a  symphonic  poem,  "Serafitus  Serafita."  The  above  serenade  is  a  transcription  of  a 
Morceau   for  orchestra,   but    is  better   known   as   a   pianoforte   piece.

COOK'S  LAKE 


Years  ago,  when  Golden  Gate  Park 
consisted  of  sand  wastes  jyid  dunes,  that 
spot  where  Cook's  Lake  is  situated  was 
a  rock  quarry  in  daily,  active  operation. 

The  red  rock  hewn  from  that  hillside 
was  crushed  into  fine  gravel  and  spread 
out  along  paths,  as  the  park  continued 
to  grow  and  expand. 

Today  Cook's  Lake  is  one  of  the 
beauty  spots  of  the  Park.  It  lies  deep 
down  in  a  chiselled  out  hill.  Among 
the  strata  upon  strata  of  red-ribbed  walls 
the  lake  reposes  like  a  cameo  dropped 
from  heaven  upon  the  place  beneath. 
Its  placid  surface  is  covered  with  a 
peculiar  growth  which  reflects  the  deep 
red  color  of  the.  walls  around,  while  in- 
terspersing it  all,  numerous  water  lilies 
nod  throughout  the  day  in  slumber  to 
open  their  magnificent  petals  beneath 
the  influence  of  the  stars,  whom,  indeed, 
they  seem  to  strive  to  imitate. 


Upon  the  walls  surrounding  this  beau- 
tifr.l  lake  wonderful  ferns  abound  with 
hairy  trunks  and  emerald  leafs,  while 
over  these  the  crisp  and  keen  pine  tree 
is  cut  clear  into  the  azure  sky.  In  this 
tree  some  of  the  peacocks  make  their 
home.  Rabbit  and  squirrel  are  discov- 
ered bounding  about  the  banks  of  this 
sequestered  lake,  on  whose  peaceful 
waters  the  ducks  come  from  every  quar- 
ter of  the  park  to  hold  tryst.  Here,  too, 
the  youth  and  the  maiden  have  been 
encountered  on  the  infrequented  walk 
arm-in-arm;  for  Cook's  Lake  ,  you  see, 
is  detached  and  set  apart  altogether,  in 
truth  the  lane  of  lovers'  leads  directly 
to  its  luxuriant  banks,  bringing  that 
couple,  who  walks  from  Lovers'  lane 
into,  as  it  were,  paradise.  Cook's 
Lake  is  situated  just  east  of  the  aviary 
and  south  of  the  main  drive.

THE    FINGER-RING 

AND  ITS  ORIGIN 

Before  the  pen  came  into  use  the  sign- 
ing of  documents  and  stamp  of  official 
mark  was  performed  by  the  use  of  me- 
tallic, stone  and  wood  cylinders  in  form 
of  an  intaglio  of  continued  design,  that 
was  rolled  over  a  hot  wax  surface  form- 
ing a  seal  of  a  fixed  character.  Later 
this  form  had  a  hole  through  the  center 
permitting  a  ring  to  be  run  through 
same  and  the  shape  of  the  revolving 
cylinder  somewhat  modified  and  worn 
as  a  finger  ring.  The  Egyptians  intro- 
duced the  custom  to  the  Etruscans, 
Greeks  and  Romans.  The  flattened  rc- 
vcrsable  seal  gave  two  different  impres- 
sions. The  Egyptian  Scarab  generally 
always  has  an  intaglio  on  the  base 
surface. 

During  the  second  century  the  Romans 
bestowed  the  ring  as  an  emblem  of  mar- 
riage and  in  the  early  part  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  the  gold  band  became  the 
pledge  of  love  and  was  placed  on  the 
fourth  finger,  "the  finger  from  which  its 
vein  went  to  the  heart.' 

Then  the  ring  was  used  as  an  emblem 
of  office  or  power,  and  toward  the  latter 
part  of  the  third  century  .-X.  D.  was  worn 
bj'  Roman  warriors;  later  the  citizens 
of  free  birth  wore  the  silver,  while  the 
slave  wore  the  band  of  iron. 

Rings,  with  key  design  made  affixed 
to  same,  were  worn  on  the  thumb. 

Memorial  bands,  concealing  portraits 
anl  lock  of  liair  within  a  small  hinged 
container,   period   of   Charles   I. 

Rings    secretly    concealing    potions    of 
poison  were  known. 


Ancient  Hebrews  fashioned  their  jew- 
elry' with  beautifully  chased  designs, 
decorative  miniature  temples  in  place  of 
a  stone.

In  the  M.  H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  are  examples  of  seal  rings,  rep- 
resenting their  development  to  the  jewel 
and  precious  stone  as  an  ornament  for 
the  finger.

NOW  IS  THE  TIME  TO  AWAKE. 
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GRIZZLY    BEAR    SHOT    BY    DR.    POPE    WITH    BOW    AND    ARROW— NOW 
BEING  INSTALLED  IN  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCE  MUSEUM 


The  last  available  large  space  in  the 
Museum  of  the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  has  been  reserved  for  the  show- 
ing of  grizzly  bears,  animals  once  the 
terror  of  the  prospector  and  the  pioneer 
but  now  extinct  in  the  State.  It  was 
necessar}^  for  Dr.  Saxon  Pope  of  the 
University-  of  California  to  go  to  North- 
western Wj'oming  to  get  the  material 
for  this  group,  the  installation  of  which 
has  just  begun.  He  shot  the  animals, 
four  in  number,  with  bow  and  arrows  as 
a  demonstration  of  the  utility  of  these 
primitive  weapons  as  compared  with  the 
modern  high-powered,  automatic  firearm. 


The  work  of  installation  is  being  done 
by  Mr.  C.  J.  Albrecht  of  the  University 
of  Washington.  The  background  will 
be  painted  bj'  Professor  C.  C.  Judson 
of  the  University  of  California.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  group  may  be  opened 
for  public  inspection  by  the  end  of 
December. 

Mr.  Ogden  Mills  of  San  Francisco 
provided  the  funds  necessary  for  the 
installation  of  this  group  which  is  ex- 
pected to  prove  a  fine  addition  to  the 
Academy's  collection  of  western  mam- 
mals.

THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  GOLDEN  WEST. 
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HAIR  SEALS  IN  CALIFORNIA  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCES 


One  of  the  most  beautifully  execute'] 
groups  of  animals  in  the  Museum  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  is  the  third  on 
the  left-hand  side  of  the  main  hall, 
known  as  the  "Hair  Seal  Group."  The 
sculpturing  of  the  animals  is  almost 
faultless  and  the  background  is  very 
faithfully  and  artistically  done.  The 
scene  represents  a  group  of  these  ani- 
mals at  Cypress  Point,  near  Pacific 
Grove.  California.  Their  attitudes  are 
characteristic  of  the  animals  as  they  rest 
and  sun  themselves  on  the  slippery 
rocks,  overgrown  with  marine  vege- 
tation. 

These  animals  are  found  about  the 
shores  of  every  sea  and  are  variously 
called,  "hair  seals,"  "leopard  seals,"  "har- 
bor seals,'  "sea  cats,"  etc.  Thej'  arc 
tractable  and  easily  tamed  and  trained. 
Sometimes  they  have  been  caled  "fur 
seals"  by  press  agents  \vho  were  none 
too  careful  of  the  truth  in  the  exploita- 
tion   of   their   attractions. 

Of  course  the  most  obvious  difference 
between  hair  seals  and  other  seals  and 
sea  lions  is  the  fact  that  they  have  a 
spotted  coat  in  almost  every  case.     Vari- 


ation, however,  is  very  great  in  this 
respect,  as  much  so  in  fact  as  it  is  among 
domestic  animals  such  as  horses  and 
cattle.  Another  particularly  noteworthy 
feature  of  the  animal  is  that  it  does 
not  use  the  hind  limbs  for  propulsion  on 
land,  but  curls  them  up  over  the  back 
in  grotesque  manner.  The  other  species 
mentioned  use  the  hind  limbs  much  the 
same   as  a  bear  would  do. 

Hair  seals  are  hunted  and  killed  in 
very  large  numbers  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Ocean  for  their  oil  and  hides.  Often 
a  vessel  engaged  in  the  trade  will  suc- 
ceed in  securing  as  man}'  as  200,000  ali 
mals  in  a  single  season.  In  order  to 
protect  the  species  from  extermination 
the  countries  concerned  have  established 
closed  seasons  and  penalties  are  high 
for  a  violation  of  the  laws.  At  no  place 
in  the  United  States  do  the  animals 
exist  in  sufficient  numbers  to  warrant 
hunting  on  a  large  scale.  In  Pugct 
Sound,  however,  they  are  killed  regu- 
larly on  account  of  the  damage  they 
are  supposed  to  do  to  the  salmon  and 
other   commercial    fisheries.

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NETSUKE 

Like  the  dwarfed  gfardens  and  houses, 
the  Japanese  on  minute  interior  art 
objects  are  also  artisans.  Their  talent 
represented  in  a  carving  is  quite  remark- 
able. Designs  are  often  a  display  of 
humor  and  are  original  in  their  char- 
acterized art,  in  back  of  which  is  al- 
v\ays  a  good  motive  or  proverb. 

The  netsuke  probably  originated  from 
the  "hina,"  a  conventional  shape  doll 
given  to  children  on  the  fifth  day  of 
the  fifth  month,  a  festive  day,  this  toy 
later  developed  into  an  individual  carv- 
ing, attaching  a  trinket  by  a  cord  to  the 
pipe,  tobacco  pouch  or  inro,  the  latter  a 
series  of  boxes  held  together  forming 
one.  The  Japanese  not  having  pockets 
adopted  the  custom  of  wearing  such 
articles  hanging  from  a  girdle. 

The  netsuke  is  generally  made  of  wood 
or  ivory,  also  bronze,  china,  stone  and 
lacquer,  a  few  of  which  are  decorated 
with  cloisonne.  Three  classes  are  evi- 
dent: one  the  manju,  fashioned  after 
a  native  cake  which  is  round  and  some- 
what flattened  (watch  shape),  the  outer 
surface  is  generally  carved.  Secondly, 
the  seal,  used  in  place  of  the  pen  and 
ink  signature.  The  character  imprinted 
on  wax  or  used  as  a  type;  transfering 
the  design  in  color.  The  third,  which 
lends  to  a  greater  variety,  a  miniature 
art  object  or  statuette.  Their  several 
gods  have  often  been  represented  in 
carvings,  plants,  animals,  their  houses 
and  landscapes  also,  quite  a  story  is  de- 
veloped and  pictured  in  these  small 
objects. 

There   are    two   cases    in    tho    Oriental 


gallery  in  which  is  placed  an  individual 
collection  of  over  seven  hundred 
Nctsukes.

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THE   EUCALYPTUS 

The  eucalyptus  trees  are  natives  chieflj'- 
of  Australia.  There  arc  any  number  ol 
the  two  species  growing-  throughout 
Golden   Gate    Park. 

First,  there  is  seen  the  towering  giant, 
whose  branches,  in  the  mid-sunshine,  are 
like  fishing  rods  strung  with  innumerable 
silver  shinging  smelt. 

Then  the  other  of  shorter  statue  witli 
thicker,  dusty-grayish  leaf  is  the  tree 
Avhosc  nut  is  used  for  medicinal  purposed. 

The  eucalyptus  is  a  large  and  im- 
portant genus  of  evergreen  of  the  myrtle 
family.     It  is  commonly  called  gum  tree. 

Though  of  rapid  growth  the  tree,  at- 
taining heights  between  400  and  500 
feet,  is,  nevertheless,  one  of  endurance. 
It's  v/ood  is  hard  and  used  for  manufac- 
turing furniture. 

In  Golden  Gate  Park  the  chief  group 
of  eucalyptus  stands  about  the  buffalo 
paddock  in  the  South  drive,  while  here 
and  there  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  Park  smaller  groups  ar- 
rest the  wayfarers'  attention. 

The  latest  fad  introduced  by  interior 
decorators  is  the  collecting  of  litlle 
eucalyptus  bulbs  (they  resemble  little 
nuts),  gilding  them  or  tinting  them  in 
many  colors  desired  for  decorative  pur 
poses.  In  the  East  already  this  little 
nut  is  strewn  about  walls  and  ceiling 
accomplishing  desired  artistic  effect. 

Besides,  the  small  art  shopkeeper  is 
using  this  erstwhile  useless  eucalyptus 
nut  to  the  end  of  turning  out  bric-a-brac 
molded  into  all  sorts  of  fantastic  de- 
signs from  toys  to  useful  office  and 
household   paraphenalia.

Spreckles'  lake  is  a  pleasant  place  ioi 
one  to  idle  away  an  hour.  The  placid 
waters  have  a  tranquilizing  influence. 
And  for  one  who  enjoys  aquatic  sport

Though,  comparatively,  the  boats  are 
infinitcsiinal  the  onlooker  need  merely 
to  squint,  in  the  fashion  of  myopis,  to 
create  a  real  encounter  between  larger 
yachts.  Bringing  one's  imagination  into 
play,  at  the  same  time,  will  help  one 
materially  to  witness  many  thrilling 
yacht  races   upon    Spreckels'  lake.

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THE   FUR-SEAL   GROUP,   ACADEMY   OF   SCIENCES 


News  was  recently  received  from  tlTC 
Pribilof  Islands,  Alaska,  that  aboi't 
27.000  skins  of  fur-seals  had  been  taken 
(luring  the  active  season  of  1921.  This 
work  is  carried  on  exclusively  by  the 
United  States  government  and  is  so 
regulated  that  this  number  of  animals 
can  be  removed  from  the  herd  without 
any  detriment  to  its  continued  increase 
The  habits  of  fur-seals  are  such  that 
their  numbers  can  be  controlled  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  manner  as  a  farmer  con- 
trols the  number  of  animals  in  his  herds 
of  domestic  cattle.  Fur-seals  are  poly- 
gamous and  nine-tenths  of  the  males 
are  superfluous.  It  is  from  this  surplus 
that  the  killing  is  done  for  commercial 
purposes. 

Tile  skins  are  taken  by  agents  and 
employes  of  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Fisheries,  shipped  to  St.  Louis  for 
dressing  and  dyeing  and  then  sold  at 
public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 
For  several  years  the  annual  yield  in 
revenue  to  the  treasury  has  been  over  a 
million  dollars. 

The  fur-seal  in  general  appearance  re- 
sembles a  sea  lion.  Both  species  belong 
to   the   same   group   of  marine   mammals 


and  are  somewhat  distantly  related  to 
the  bears.  In  fact,  Stellar,  the  famous 
naturalist  with  Bering  on  his  voyage  of 
discovery,  was  so  impressed  by  the  re- 
semblance of  fur-seals  to  bears  that  he 
gave  them  the  nam^  of  "sea  bears." 
The  ■  animals  were'"  at  one  time  exces- 
sively abundant  on  several  of  the  islands 
of  Bering  sea.  One  estimate  of  the 
American  herd  in  1870  placed  the  num- 
ber at  4,000,000.  This  was  reduced  by 
1910  to  about  125.000  through  the  activity 
of  Japanese  and  Canadian  hunters,  who 
killed  the  females  at  J-ea.  A  protective 
treaty  was  signed  in  1911,  and  since 
then  our  herd  has  increased  to  almost 
600,000.  If  this  protection  can  be  con- 
tinued there  is  no  reason  known  why 
the  size  may  not  increase  to  that  of 
1870  or  even  greater.  Tlie  very  durable 
fur  of  the  species  makes  the  skins  rruuch 
sought  for  garments  and  they  brin.g 
high  prices. 

The  Academy  of  Sciences  has  been 
fortunate  in  securing  enough  animals  to 
reconstruct  a  portion  of  a  rookery  on 
St.  George  Island.  This  has  been  done 
from  photographs  and  portrays  seal  life 
accurately.

SUNDAY  AFTERNOON  LECTURES 
AT  THE  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCES 

A  course  of  free  lectures  begins  at 
about  this  time  each  year  at  the  Museum 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  These  are  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  every  Sunday  after- 
noon at  3  o'clock  in  the  Auditorium. 
Subjects  are  chosen  which  are  of  unusual 
interest  to  the  average  person  and  are 
given  by  men  and  women  who  are  wide- 
ly known  in  science.  Each  lecture  is 
delivered  by  a  specialist  in  that  particular 
subject,  but  they  are  of  a  popular  char- 
acter and  can  be  readily  understood  by 
the  average  audience.  As  a  rule,  lantern 
slides  are  used  for  illustration;  motion 
pictures  are  shown  when  they  are  appro- 
priate.    Admission  is  free. 

The  first  of  the  1921-22  lectures  was 
given  last  Sunday  by  Dr.  Walter  P. 
Taylor  of  the  United  States  Biological 
Survey.  His  subject  was,  "The  Birds 
and  Mamals  of  the  Mount  Ranier 
National  Park."  Beautiful  illustrations 
were  provided  and  the  audience  was  un- 
mistakably, well  pleased.  The  auditorium 
was  crowded.  This  lecture  began  the 
series  of  eight  to  twelve,  which  will  be 
given  on  our  National  Parks.  The  Yel- 
lowstone, Crater  Lake,  Yosemite,  Sequoia 
and  others  will  be  described  by  those 
who  know  them  best.  Special  topics, 
such  as  botany,  geology,  glaciers,  etc., 
will  come  at  various  times  in  the  series. 
Thus  we  will  have  our  play  grounds 
described  and  pictured  at  a  place  which 
is  readily  accessible.  California  people 
are  especially  interested  in  the  parks, 
because  so  many  of  them  visit  their  own 
Yosemite  and  others  each  year.

LACQUER 

Lacquer  is  the  sap  of  a  cultivated 
native  tree  of  China  and  later  trans- 
planted into  Japan;  it  is  a  superior  var- 
nish drying  to  a  hard  degree  and  with- 
standing the  action  of  sea  water  (hot  or 
cold)  benzine,  alcohol,  anionia  and  many 
acids.  Lacquer  sap  and  water  forms  a 
paste  when  slightly  heated;  if  placed 
within  a  normal  but  moist  temperature 
will  dry  and  harden;  in  a  dry  atmos- 
phere gentle  heating  will  keep  it  in  a 
soft  state.  Ground  colors  arc  mixed 
with  this  fluid,  the  black,  red  and  gold 
are  mostly  used  and  secondary  green, 
silver  and  white  are  applied  on  objects 
with  a  brush,  generally  made  of  rats 
hair.  The  red  is  called  cinnabar,  a 
product  of  mercury. 

Wood  generally  forms  a  base  for  bits 
of  artistic  pieces.  Coating  upon  coating 
is  applied  to  the  wood,  each  in  turn  is 
thoroughly  dried,  rubbed  and  polished 
with  a  whetstone  and  charcoal.  After 
applying  twenty  or  more  coatings  and  at 
least  five  Inindred  hovrs  to  set,  the 
object  thus  covered  is  read}-  for  design; 
then  carved. 

In  some  decorative  works  we  find  in- 
lays of  mother-of-pearl,  coral,  precious 
stones,  etc.  Examples  of  lacquer  have 
been  authentically  traced  in  China  to 
the   seventh   century.

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be  used)  consists  of  small  boxes,  one 
on  top  of  the  other  and  held  together 
by  a  continuous  string  on  which  the 
free  end  is  generally  hung,  a  carving 
of  ivory,  wood  or  stone.  The  figure  of 
the  inros  is  suspended  on  a  belt  from 
which  hangs  the  Netsuke.  Although  the 
Chinese  were  probably  the  originators 
of  using  lacquer,  the  Japanese  used  the 
art  most  extensively.  In  the  Museum 
a  collection  of  inros  will  be  found  that 
is  surely  worthy  close  observation.  The 
miniature  symbolic  designs  upon  same 
as  well  as  the  carvings  are  master  pieces 
that  appear  just  as  delicately  finished 
when  placed  under  a  magnifier.  Artists 
individually  often  can  be  traced  without 
noting  their  signature.  The  manj'  other 
examples  applied  to  various  objects 
(lacquer)  are  also  well  represented.

DONKEY  AND  GOAT  COURSE 

The  paths,  in  the  Children's  play 
grounds,  where  the  docile  donkey  and 
gentle  goat  hold  sway,  are  one  of  the 
chief  attractions  in  that  quarter  of  the 
Park. 

Here  is  a  scene,  with  its  hustle  and 
bustle  on  the  part  of  the  children  solely, 
that  reminds  the  adult  of  the  busy  mart 
in   an   oriental   city  on  market  day. 

Ma  and  Pa  appear  cool,  but  their  chil- 
dren. Little  Johnny  and  smaller  Mary, 
are  feverish  with  anxiety  in  anticipation 
of  their  "maiden"  ride,  whether  it  be 
astride  the  donkey  or  seated  behind  the 
goat.  Then  when  they're  safely  seated 
under  Ma's  personal  supervision — Oh,  the 
thrilling  moment!  The  animals — yes, 
they  do  move,  but  soon  learning  that 
the  rein  and  whip  are  in  timid  hands 
they  loaf;  and  it  is  only  after  an  assidu- 
ous bastimado  that  the  refactory  animals 
tap  the  bituminized  paths  with  a  more 
quickening  rhymthic  hoof-beat. 

No  matter  the  pace,  the  children  re- 
turning to  their  parents'  arms,  relate 
breath-taking  experiences — and  the  pa- 
rents smile.  How  a  child's  imagination 
can  accelerate  a  snail's  pace.  The  hyper- 
bole is  their  chief  figure  of  speech. 

But  are  we  not,  too,  children  always? 
With  a  little  imagination  we  can,  and 
do,  get  out  of  life  just  what  we  wish — 
like  these  little  children. 

It  all  is  but  a  matter  of  "playing  up" 
one's  imagination' 


THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  GOLDEN  WEST. 
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THE   ANTELOPE   GROUP,   ACADEMY   OF   SCIENCES 


The  antelope,  or  the  pronghorn,  was 
a  characteristic  animal  of  the  plains. 
Originally  it  extended  in  range  from  the 
Mississippi  river  west  to  California  and 
from  Mexico  to  Canada  and  in  this  vast 
territory  it  occupied  a  prominent  place 
like  the  bison,  the  coyote,  the  rattlesnake 
and  cactus.  Large  herds  of  antelope 
were  encountered  by  the  pioneers  of  Cali- 
fornia in  the  valleys  of  the  Sacramento 
and  the  San  Joaquin  and  both  north  and 
south.  They  formed  the  principal  meat 
for  large  tribes  of  interior  Indians  at 
one  time. 

But.  like  the  bison,  the  antelope  was 
unable  to  withstand  the  onslaught  of 
civilization  and  became  almost  extermi- 
nated before  it  was  realized  by  the  set- 
tlers what  had  been  done.  A  few  small 
bands  are  still  in  existence  in  some  of 
the  more  isolated  valleys  of  the  western 
states.  Probably  they  are  most  common 
in  Eastern  Oregon,  Wyoming  and  north- 
ern Nevada,  but  it  cannot  be  said  that 
they  arc  past  the  danger  of  extermina- 
tion as  yet.  They  are  protected  from 
slaughter  throughout  the  year  wherever 
they  are  found  and  have  been  for  many 


years;   but   the   increase,   if  noticeable   at 
all,   has   been   very  slow.    1 

The  natural  enemy  of  the  antelope  is 
the  coyote,  which  is  said  to  capture  the 
young  whenever  posible.  Mountain  lions 
liiay  also  have  taken  some  in  early  days, 
but  tlie  war  which  was  declared  upon  this 
cat  many  years  ago  has  been  effective 
and   few   of   them   remain. 

The  antelope  belongs  to  the  deer 
famil}-,  but  differs  from'  all  others  in 
manj'  ways.  It  sheds  its  horns  each 
year,  but  these  are  hollow,  not  solid 
like  a  deer  or  moose  or  elk.  Conse- 
quently only  the  outer  sheath  falls  away; 
the  core,  which  is  of  bone,  remains 
throughout  the  life  of  the  animal  at- 
tached to  the  head. 

The  group  pictured  above,  as  shown  in 
the  Museum  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
illustrates  what  can  be  done  in  the  way 
of  making  permanent  transportation  of 
the  out  of  doors  to  the  museum.  The 
sagebrush  and  other  vegetation  looks  as 
natural  as  it  did  in  northeastern  Cali- 
fornia  from   whence   it   came.

SOME   OF   THE   STATUES 

THAT  ARE  IN  THE  PARK 

Beginning  a  stroll  on  the  extreme 
eastern  end  of  the  Park,  at  the  Baker 
street  entrance,  to  be  exact,  we  find  a 
splendid  monument  erected  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  martyred  President,  William 
McKinley.  The  ground  for  the  erection 
of  that  monument  A^as  broken  by  Presi- 
dent Theodore  Roosevelt 

Straight  out  we  next  spy  a  statue  of 
another  martyred  President,  James  A. 
Garfield,  who  faces  southwesterly,  gazing 
upon  Rodin's  "The  Thinker,"  which  in 
turn  is  pointed  to  a  piece  of  sculptured 
bronze  entitled,  "The  Baseball  Player." 
Within  a  pace  or  two  is  a  statue  of  that 
general  of  the  Northern  forces  during 
the  Civil  War,  Major-General  Henry  W. 
Halleck,  who  at  one  time  was  a  resident 
of  San   Francisco. 

A  little  to  the  west  of  this  group, 
set  among  trees,  is  Robert  Burns;  then 
Thomas  Starr  King  is  the  first  encount- 
ered as  the  pedestrian  turns  into  the 
amphitheater  where  the  great  proscenium 
of  the  Spreckels'  music  stand  arises. 
Next  is  Father  Junipero  Serra,  founder 
of  the  California  Missions.  U.  S.  Grant 
stands  beside  this  latter  statue;  then  in 
a  southeastern  niche  Gothe  and  Schiller, 
then  is  seen  Francis  Key  Scott  in  medi- 
tative mood.  Next  is  encountered  the 
valorous  Robert  Emmett,  comes  next 
frowning  Beethoven,  then  Verdi,  the  great 
Italian  composer.  Coming  along  the 
north  promenade  of  the  music  stand  the 
visitor  next  beholds  Ajax  defying  the 
lightning,  then  the  Wine-Presser,  while 
across  the  road  on  the  lawn  before  the 
museum  is  the  Dial,  then  the  Sphinx, 
and  last,  as  one  leaves  the  amphitheater, 
a  statue  of  Cervantes.

The   lake    is     a     marvel  of  engineers'

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AVIARY 

The  Park  Commission  in  1890  author- 
ized the  building  of  a  bird  house.  The 
aviary,  with  its  many  birds  of  plumage, 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  features 
of   the   Park. 

The  quail,  perhaps,  came  to  the  Park 
without  invitation,  other  than  that  offered 
bj-  the  natural  shelter  which  the  foliage 
and    undergrowth    presented. 

According  to  the  early  historians  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  two  dozen  quail  were 
trapped  in  the  Park  in  1885  and  sent  to 
Lincoln  Park,  Chicago.  Protection  to 
the  wild  birds  in  the  Park  is  ample, 
owing  to  the  low  shrubbery  throughout. 

Mountain  quail  were  first  sent  to  the 
Park  by  Charles  C.  Higgins  of  Sierra, 
while  D.  Perkins  of  Rocklin  presented 
the    Park   with   valley   quail   as    early   as 


There  are  43  peacocks  in  the  Park  at 
this  time,  and  these  birds  displaying  their 
gorgeous  plumage  are  a  delight  to  the 
Park  visitors. 

The  pheasants  represent  the  following 
varieties:  Golden,  Silvern,  Bronze.  Reeve 
and  Lady  Amherst.  Alaskan  ptarmigan, 
a  species  of  grouse,  swans,  ducks  and 
geese  are  all  to  be  found  at  the  lakes 
throughout  the  Park. 


BUFFALO 

The  Park  buffalo  paddock  is  one  of 
the  sights  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  The 
world  famous  Buffalo  Bill  remarked  that 
the  herd  of  buffalo  at  the  Park  was  one 
of  the  best  he  ever  saw.  Early  in  1890 
the  Park  Commissioners  purchased  five 
buffalo  in    Montana.     Three   of   the  ani- 


mals surviving  the  journey  by  rail  to  San 
Francisco,  were  placed  in  the  Park. 
The  herd  now  numbers  fifty-five  and 
could  be  increased  if  a  larger  number 
were  desirable.  It  is  noted  that  the  buf- 
falo born  in  Golden  Gate  Park  attain 
normal  size  and  are  not  deficient  in 
vigor   or   health.

THE    MUMMY 

The  origin  of  the  word  "mummy"  came 
from  the  Arabic  "JMum,"  meaning  wax, 
and  "Mamia,"  a  body  embalmed.  The 
Persian  "IMumiya,"  meaning  a  bitumen 
pitch. 

The  preservative  climate  of  upper 
Egypt  must  have  prompted  the  early  in- 
habitants to  further  that  natural  con- 
serving the  body  of  mankind  by  em- 
balming their   dead. 

In  the  pre-historic  period  the  dead 
were  laid  in  a  crouched  position  upon 
mats  placed  within  the  grave,  jars  of 
food  and  objects  used  during  their  lives 
were  also  placed  therein. 

Egyptian  accounts  of  embalming  have 
been  recorded  during  the  reign  of 
Rameses  II  3220  years  ago. 

How  amazing  it  is  to  now  gaze  upon 
a  human  body  with  recognizable  features 
after  the  long  silence  of  thousands  of 
years. 

The  ancient  art  of  embalming  is  so 
far  unknown,  the  first  authentic  account 
is  given  by  Herodotus  who  lived  in 
Egypt  484  B.    C. 

The  general  procedures  were  thus: 
The  embalmcrs  had  on  exhibition  models 
of  mumified  bodies  representing  the  cost. 

The  brains  were  withdrawn  through 
the  nostrils;  then  an  incision  in  the  ab- 
domen was  made  by  the  use  of  a  stone 
knife  ?nd  the  internal  organs  removed, 
treated  and  placed  within  four  burial  urns, 
Thf  body  steeped  in  palm  wine  and  filled 
with  pounded  aroniatics,  sometimes  with 
substitute  fillers  such  as  chips,  leaves 
and  sand.  The  cut  was  then  sewed  up 
and    the    body   placed    into      a      brine     of 


natrum  (a  carbonate  of  soda)  for  seventy 
days,  that  period  agreed  upon  by  law. 
The  corpse  was  then  washed  and 
wrapped  with  continuous  linen  bandages, 
medicated   with    balsam.      The   bandages

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sometimes  forming  twenty  thicknesses. 

In  the  medium  cost  of  embalming,  cedar 
oil  was  injected  within  the  body.  Then 
immersed  into  natrum,  the  former  oil 
causes  a  condition  of  dissolution,  the 
lattear  dissolves  the  flesh,  leaving  practi- 
cally the  skin  and  bones. 

The  third  method,  for  those  of  meager 
means,  the  body  was  cleansed  with  syr- 
maea,    then    salted    for    seventy   daj's. 

Many  cheaper  methods  were  employed, 
for  instance  the  application  of  bitumen 
within  and  without  the  body.  A  means 
eliminating  the  air  which  they  knew 
would  cause  the  body  to  quickly  disin- 
tegrate. 

The  custom  of  embalming  ceased  in 
Egypt  after  the  Roman  invasion. 

The  belief  of  the  Egyptians  of  ridding 
the  body  of  all  internal  material  that 
might  be  in  disaccordance  to  the  law  of 
the  all-mighty  or  a  wrong  act  according 
to  their  conscience. 

On  the  west  wall  of  the  tomb  was 
generally  found  a  stela  (a  false  door) 
through  which  the  spirit  might  again 
find  its  way  to  the  body.  Like  the  cus- 
tom of  an  earlier  period,  the  mummies 
were  placed  with  food  and  articles  that 
belonged  to  the  deceased,  believing  that 
the  spirit  returning  to  earth  w^ould  more 
readily  acquaint  itself  with  the  earthly 
possessions  it  once  knew. 

Naturally  preserved  bodies  were  found 
in   Bordeaux,  France,  and  Mexico. 

The  Peruvians  had  a  method  of  pre- 
serving their  dead,  which  were  placed 
into  stone  jugs  having  a  removable 
cover.  The  country  also  had  an  art  of 
preserving  the  head,  removing  the  skull 
and  porportionately  shrinking  the  fea- 
tures, the  hair  remaining  on  the  scalp. 

The  exportation  of  mummies  has  been 
prohibited.  We  have  in  the  Egyptian 
section  of  the  Museum  several  examples.

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THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  GOLDEN  WEST. 
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Farallone  Islands'  Bird  Rookery  in  the  Academy  of  Sciences 


In  many  parts  of  the  world  there  are 
rocks  or  small  islands  projecting  above 
the  sea  which  have  been  chosen  for  breed- 
ing grounds  by  water  fowl  in  incredible 
numbers.  Such  places  are  resorted  to 
on  account  of  the  absence  there  of  the 
usual  enemies  of  birds,  such  as  snakes, 
hawks,  owls,  foxes,  wolves  and  cats.  In 
some  cases,  as  Walrus  Island,  in  Bering 
Sea,  there  are  so  many  birds  that  the 
entire  surface  is  completely  covered, 
estimates  of  the  numbers  running  up  to 
several  million  pairs  of  a  single  species. 
Many  kinds  of  water  birds  resort  only 
to  such  places  to  rear  their  young,  and 
if  anything  should  happen  to  dispossess 
tliem  there  it  Avould  mean  annihilation. 
This  has  happened  entirelj'  too  many 
times  in  the  past,  the  damage  chiefly 
being  done  by  plumage  hunters. 

Close  at  home  we  have  the  Farallone 
Islands,  within  sight  of  San  Francisco. 
And  ofif  the  entrance  to  Tomalcs  Bay 
is  Bird  Rock.  Both  of  these  places  are 
the  home  of  a  great  many  water  birds, 
and  the  first  have  been  made  a  reserva- 
tion in  order  to  protect  the  various 
species.      Years    ago    it    was    customary 


for  hunters  to  visit  the  islands  in  May 
and  June  and  clean  them  completely  of 
eggs.  Boat  loads  were  brought  into  the 
markets  of  San  Francisco  and  found  a 
ready  sale.  When  it  was  seen  that  the 
work  meant  total  destruction  of  several 
species  there,  all  hunting  was  prohibited. 
The  Academy  of  Sciences'  recent  expe- 
dition to  the  Gulf  of  California  found 
that  a  similar  tragedy  was  being  played 
among  the  bird  islands  down   there. 

It  is  entirely  possible  to  control  the 
work  of  gathering  the  eggs  of  such  birds, 
so  as  to  provide  a  considerable  number 
for  the  market  and  still  keep  the  rook- 
eries completel}'  populated.  This  is  done 
in  Norway  in  the  gathering  of  eggs  as 
well  as  eider  down  from  the  nests,  and 
it  has  been  said  that  the  birds  not  only 
maintain  their  abundance  but  increase 
under  the  careful  protection.  The  same 
system  of  exploitation  has  been  proposed 
for  the  Farallone  rookeries  bj^  some 
ornithologists,  and  it  is  possible  that  at 
some  future  time  San  Francisco  will 
be  able  to  secure  the  eggs  of  the  sea 
gull  or  murre  as  a  variation  of  the 
product  sent  out  from   Petaluma.

Herbert  Fleishhackcr,  President 
of  the  Park  Commission,  has  announced 
that  an  athletic  stadium  is  to  be  erected 
in  the  Park  at  the  cost  of  $100,000.  The 
site  for  the  proposed  stadium  is  where 
the  green  houses  and  conservatory  along 
the   south    drive   are    now  lacated.

"Siege   of   Rochelle."      Died   in    Rowney  Abbey,    Hertfordshire,    October   20,    1870.

The  above  appears  between  the  first  and  second  acts  and  is  known  as  Entr' 
Acte  No.  1. 

Franz  Peter  Schubert,  born  in  Lichtenthal,  near  \'ienna,  January  31,  1797;  one  of  the  most 
eminent  of  the  world's  composers;  one  of  the  fourteen  children  of  a  schoolmaster  at  Lichtenthal,  who 
taught  him  the  violin.  Studied  theory  with  Solieri.  He  had  a  frenzy  for  writing,  and  a  fellow  pupil, 
Spaun,  generously  furnished  him  with  music  paper,  a  luxury  beyond  the  means  of  Schubert.  .-Xt  the 
age  of  15  he  had  written  much,  including  an  overture  at  16;  at  18  he  had  composed  more  than  144 
songs.      He  died  at  the  age  of  31. 


DRAKE'S    CROSS     OR 

At  the  highest  elevation  reached  by 
the  main  driveway  where  it  passes  slopes 
on  either  side  whose  thick  red  stratums 
bear  testimony  today  that  here  was  once 
one  large  hill  ere  the  broad  road  was 
cut  through  thus  creating  two  banks — on 
the  summit  of  the  northern  one,  above 
the  drive,  a  great  stone  cross  rises  into 
the  sky. 

A  walk  to  the  top  of  the  hill  will  dis- 
close the  purpose  for  which  the  cross 
was  erected.  There  is  lengthy  inscrip- 
tion  upon    the   massive   symbol.

Along  the  main  driveway,  an  occasional 
"Eucalyptus  Firfolia"  is  encountered  by 
the  eye. 

As  aforesaid  it  is  distinguished  by  its 
red  berries,  red  flowers  and  gold-rimmed 
green  leaves  and  its  altogether  distinctive 
beauty.

TREES   FROM   COLONIAL  STATES 


In  a  pleasant  by-path,  to  which  it  is 
difficult  to  direct  the  pedestrian  because 
no  particular  guide-post  along  the  main 
thoroughfare  marks  its  emergence  from 
the  broad  highway,  there  stands  a  row 
of  thirteen  trees,  all  of  which  represent 
that  number  of  states  first  composing 
the  original  Union  of  this  country. 

Along  this  same  path  are  trees  from 
man}'  other  parts  of  the  United  States, 
and  though  they  are  distinctively  attrac- 
tive and  beautiful  in  themselves,  it  is, 
of  course,  because  of  patriotic  sentiment 
attached  to  the  thirteen  representatives 
of  the  original  states  that  the  visitor 
pays  no  more  than  a  passing  glance  to 
all  those  outside  the  particular  row  sug- 
gestive  of   the   infant  Union. 

Repeating  our  inability  to  direct  the 
pedestrian  to  the  exact  path  containing 
the  thirteen  trees,  our  best  suggestion 
under  the  circumstance,  is,  that  when 
along  that  portion  of  the  main  highway, 
which  is  nearest  to  Stow  Lake,  the  way- 
farer observes  guide-posts  pointing  to 
"Stow  Lake"  and  "The  Log  Cabin,"  then 
he  should  know — if  he  read  this — that 
another  little  shady  path,  close  to  hand, 
is   the   one   he   seeks. 

At  this  season  of  the  year,  autumn  here 
as  elsewhere,  is  discovered  with  brush 
at  first  staining,  nearly  every  leaf  with 
colors  rare,  only  in  the  end  to  pluck 
each  and  throw  it  unappreciatively  away. 

Among  the  principal  trees  in  this  path 


reposes  a  large  boulder  bearing  a  tablet 
upon  which  is  printed  the  following 
inscription: 

HISTORIC   TREES 


Trees  from  Historic  .Spots  in  the  Thirteen 
Original  States,  of  the  Union — Planted  by 
Sequoia  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,    October    19th,    1896. 

Boulder    placed    April     19th,     1920. 

Across  the  trail  from  the  thirteen 
trees  there  grows  another,  attractive  be- 
cause of  its  novel  formation.  Botanists 
call  it  the  Betula  Pendula.  Attaining  a 
height  of  no  more  than  five  feet,  its 
sturdy  trunk  throws  up  a  spray  of  thickly 
leafed  branches  which  drop  immediately 
to  the  ground.  These  branches,  heavily 
burdened  with  oval-shaped  green  leaves, 
form  a  veritable  umbrella  obscuring  the 
trunk,  which  is  espied  beneath  like  a  crea- 
ture standing  out  of  harm's  way. 

Autumn  has  not  affected  the  Betula 
Pendula.  Her  branches  are  covered  fully 
with  leaves  yet  green.  This  tree  is  de- 
scribed as  of  Garden  Form  and  is  a 
native    of   Italy. 

Altogether,  the  little  path  affords  op- 
portunity for  a  stroll,  pleasant  in  more 
ways  than  one.  Within  the  radius  of  a 
hundred  feet  a  visitor  can  enjoy  "bits 
of  atmosphere"  from  not  only  the  thir- 
teen original  American  States,  but  many 
other  commonwealths  and  foreign  coun- 
tries besides.

Clearing  of  the  ground  of  trees  and 
shrubbery  on  the  future  site  of  the 
Steinhart  Aquarium  is  nearing  comple- 
tion. This  is  the  first  step  in  the  con- 
strrction  of  this  fine  building,  which  will 
be  located  adjoining  the  Museum  of  the 
California  Acadcm}-  of  Sciences.  The 
Academj'  has  secured  the  services  of 
Mr.  Alvin  Searle,  and  as  superintendent 
he  will  be  in  attendance  during  the  con- 
struction period  and  thereafter.  It  is 
hoped  that  formal  opening  of  the 
Aquarium  may  take  place  early  in  1923, 
but  building  operations  are  still  in  such 
an  unstable  condition  that  anything  like 
a  definite  estimate  of  the  time  required 
for  construction  is  impossible.  Mr.  Searle 
has  studied  the  details  of  the  chief 
aquariums  of  the  world  and  had  charge 
of  the  erection  of  the  large  one  on 
Manila  as  well  as  the  operation  of  it  for 
many  years. 


FOOTBALL 

American  football  at  the  Park  Stad- 
ium during  the  week  has  been  attracting 
large  crowds.  Several  local  high  schools 
arc  plaj'ing  outside  teams  daily.  The 
feature  of  last  week's  play  was  a  sensa- 
tional contest  between  Lick-Wilmerding 
and  Bates  School.  The  former  winning 
a  well-fought  game  bj'  a  score  of  7  to  0.

PRIMITIVE   WEAVING 

The  observance  of  Nature's  methods 
has  brought  to  many  a  great  number  of 
principles  of  various  arts  and  crafts,  many 
of  which  have  been  obscured  in  antiquity. 

Natural  caves  were  primitive  man's 
abode;  their  food  obtained  at  close  prox- 
imity; their  clothing  made  of  skins. 

The  Indian  mortar  is  generallj^  con- 
structed of  a  stone  hollowed  out  by  re- 
peated beating,  tlic  savage  used  this  re- 
cepticle  for  grinding  food. 

Modeling  in  clay  brought  in  construc- 
tion various  cooking  and  water  jugs. 

Wood  strips  and  grasses  were  used  to 
form  weirs  for  catching  fish  (weaved 
construction),  but  probably  the  initial 
introduction  of  weaving  developed  from 
the  Aborigines  watching  the  birds  build- 
ing their  nests. 

A  remarkable  progression  has  taken 
place  from  the  crude  burden  basket  and 
water  carriers  to  the  invention  of  the 
spinning  wheel  and  loom,  which  could 
weave  the  homespun  cloth  that  made  the 
sail  of  the  ships  and  the  clothes  of  the 
explorer.  The  beautiful  art  of  hand- 
woven  tapestry  is  slowly  vanishing, 
somewhat  replaced  by  the  automatically 
reproduced  designs  found  in  a  modern 
textile.  Not  only  was  the  basket  "the 
cup"  of  weaving  but  within  were  woven 
the  legends,  idealistic  and  romantic, 
which  inspired  the  savage.  It  was  their 
book;  later  the  heirloom  of  their  spirit- 
ual development. 

Therefore,  the  baskets  of  a  remote 
period  should  not  be  forgotten  but  treas- 
ured by  the  mind  that  watches  with 
amazement  the  unfoldment  and  invention 
that  civilization  has  brought. 


The  Welsh  were  advanced  basket 
makers,  the  word  basket  originating 
from  "baswad,"  meaning  an  asscinblage 
of  sticks.

THEY  COME  TO  VISIT  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
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have  given   to  the  world  a  great  variety 
and  tine  examples  of  that  art. 

The  basic  material  in  basketry  is  of 
plant  life;  root,  stem,  bark,  leaves,  seeds 
and  gums.  The  test  of  the  weaves  is 
based  on  the  ability  of  the  basket  hold- 
ing water. 

Colors  used  in  designs  were  made  from 
berry  and  plant  juices.  Shells  and  feath- 
ers were  utilized  for  decorating.  Red 
feathers,  woodpecker;  green,  mallard 
duck;  orange,  oriole;  yellow,  meadow- 
lark;  black,  quail  topnots  were  also 
utilized. 

A  few  uses  of  the  baskets  made  by  the 
Indians   are   as   follows: 

Fish  and  game  traps  of  sticks  and 
grasses  were  crudel)^  woven;  baskets 
used  for  cooking  b}"  the  dropping  of  hot 
stones  amongst  the  food  within;  the 
papoose  basket  strapped  to  the  back  of 
the  mother  to  carry  the  infant;  w^ater- 
jugs  usually  coated  with  pitch;  burden 
baskets  conical  in  shape  used  for  berries 
and  cereals  attached  to  the  back  of  the 
squaw;  flat  traps  for  drying  and  blowing 
of¥  chaff;  provision  baskets  for  store.; 
which  often  were  raised  upon  sticks  to 
keep  the  contents  away  from  prowling 
animals;  family  baskets  were  designed 
to  explain  events  in  their  lives;  wedding 
baskets  having  in  their  design  a  broken 
black  circle  designed  within,  to  allow 
the  escape  of  the  evil  spirit;  basket  hats 
usually  bowl  shape;  funeral  baskets 
placed  within  a  grave  containing  treas- 
ured trinkets  of  the  deceased. 

In  the  Museum  in  the  basket  collec- 
tion, of  which  w^e  have  an  extensive  rep- 
resentation, we  find  a  minute  Pomo 
basket,  California,  measuring  from  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter  to  the 
large,  coarse  provision  hampers.

"THE    ULMUS    GLABRA 

Of  all  the  larger  trees  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  the  species  called  "Ulmus  Glabra — 
Ulmaceae" — affords  more  shade  than  any 
other  to  be  found  in  San  Francisco's 
glorious  garden. 

As  well  as  being  the  possessor  of  great 
expansive  thickly  leafed  branches  it  is  a 
towering  giant  besides,  attaining  heights 
between  seventy-five  and  one  hundred 
feet.  Though  its  trunk  appears  formid- 
able enough  it,  nevertheless,  seems  un- 
able to  lift  its  great,  lower,  leaf-covered 
arms  off  the  ground.  In  fact,  these  latter 
literally  rest  on  earth:  The  middle  ones 
stretch  straight  out,  the  highest  reach 
into  the  auzre.  Beneath  them  all,  how- 
ever, there  is  a  fine,  roomy  green  bower 
of  shade. 

A  conspicuous  example  of  towering 
Ulma^  Glabra  is  to  be  seen  in  that 
square  of  ground  just  below  the  aviary. 
The  same  spot  also  contains  a  portion 
of  a  large  redwood  trunk  called  "The 
Mission  Tree,"  which  was  felled  in  a 
forest  fire  near  Guernevillc.  The  exhibit 
now  set  up  almost  in  the  shade  o^'  the 
Ulumus  Glabra  was  presented  to  Golden 
Gate  Park  by  Guernc  and  Murphy. 


AROUND    THE    CONSERVATORY 

For  the  past  two  weeks  there  has 
been  a  splendid  display  of  blooming 
colorful  dahlias  in  the  Mexican  garden 
beside  the  Crocker  conservatory.  The 
iridescent  patch,  as  the  falling  petals  of 
the  flowers  attest,  is  already  in  the  sunset 
hour  of  its  existence,  and  ere  this  reaches 
the  reader,  the  dahlias  will  have  since 
withered  and  gone  back  into  the  soil, 
whence  they  all  arose. 

However,  the  sunken  gardens  close  to 
foot  are  alive  with  freshly  sprung 
pansies,  while  about  Superintendent  Mc- 
Laren's lodge  the  magnolia  trees  -"-e 
in  bloom.  The  fine  white  flowers  hang 
upon  the  bough  like  newly  fallen  snow- 
flakes. 

Beneath,  in,  round  and  about  the  mag- 
nolias the  hydrangea  are  sending  forth 
their  puf¥ed  and  swollen  flowers  in  colors 
clear  white,   faintly  pink   and   light   blue.

GOLDEN    GATE    PATHFINDER 


The  California  Condor  Group,  Academy  of  Sciences 


One  of  the  birds  of  which  Californians 
may  justly  feel  proud  is  the  great  con- 
dor which  bears  the  name  of  their  State. 
It  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  largest 
kind  of  bird  on  earth  which  is  able  to 
flly.  although  between  it  and  the  condor 
of  the  Andes  there  is  little  difference 
in  size.  Once  there  were  manj'^  of  them 
in  the  Coast  Range  ^Mountains  and 
they  wandered  far  into  the  interior  of 
tlic  countrj'  in  search  of  food.  But  they 
have  not  withstood  the  march  of  civili- 
zation well  and  have  now  been  reduced 
to  a  mere  remnant  of  their  former 
abundance.  A  few  are  still  found  in  the 
more  inaccessible  portions  of  Santa  Bar- 
bara and  Ventura  Counties  and  perhaps 
a  few  remain  in  Lower  California,  south 
o*^  San  Diego.  Although  they  have  been 
given  absolute  legal  protection  for  many 
years  no  satisfactory  increase  has  been 
observed  bj^  scientific  men  who  have 
studied  the  subject.  In  fact  it  appears 
from  reliable  sources  that  the  number  of 
birds  is  steadily  decreasing  and  the 
species  is  doomed  to  utter  extinction  in 
tlic  next  few  decades. 

The  condor  is  a  carrion  eater,  like  the 
turkey    buzard,    an    does    absoluteh'    no 


liarm  to  man.  However,  it  possesses  an 
uncontrollable  curiositj-  and  often  sails 
closely  over  the  head  of  a  hunter  who 
cannot  resist  the  temptation  to  aim  and 
fire  at  so  huge  a  target.  It  lays  but 
one  egg  every  two  j'ears  and  since  they 
are  excessively  rare  thej^  are  much 
sought  bj'  collectors.  The  State  has 
wisely  prohibited  the  taking  of  eggs  for 
any  purpose,  scientific  or  otherwise,  but 
it  is  doubtful  if  the  nest  robbing  has 
entirely  ceased. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  people  of  the 
State  will  eventually  come  to  look  upon 
the  bird  with  pride  and  will  not  drive 
it  to  absolute  extermination.  Thus  far 
that  has  not  been  the  fate  of  a  single 
species  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  but  the 
people  in  other  parts  of  the  United 
States  canot  make  such  a  boast.  They 
have  exterminated  the  passenger  pigeon, 
the  Carolina  paroquet,  the  Eskimo  cur- 
lew and  the  Canadians  have  wiped  out 
the  Labrador  duck  and  the  great  auk. 

The  Academy  of  Sciences'  mounted 
group  of  the  condor  shows  the  inacces- 
sible country  to  which  the  birds  have 
been   driven   for  nesting.

PINES  AND  ACACIAS

for   the   dark,   sombre   aspect   of  the   hill. 


It  has  not  been  decided  as  yet  whether 
to  class  them  as  faddists,  cranks  or 
genuine  seekers  of  health.  Anyway,  of 
late  there  have  been  seen  persons  of 
both  sexes  to  remove  their  shoes  and  go- 
tramping  barefooted  in  the  grass. 

Questioning  those  eccentric  pedes- 
trians, we  have  learned  they  have  gath- 
ered from  some  source  the  information 
that  if  the  naked  foot  comes  in  con- 
tact with  the  dewy  grass  a  certain  mag- 
netism created  twixt  the  foot  and  grass 
acts  as  a  palliative  in  speeding  the  rid- 
dance of  rheumatism  from  the  human 
body.

beach. 

No  wonder  that  he  who  comes  with 
nuts  in  his  hand  to  feed  the  squirrels 
sometimes  pauses  perplexed,  uncertain 
whether  he  is  offering  his  morsel  to  the 
proper  parties.

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History  of  Golden  Gate  Park 


By  Wilbur  Lawler 


(Continued  from  Last  Week)  . 

In  1864  Mr.  Justice  Stephen  J.  Field, 
in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  ren- 
dered a  decision  in  favor  of  the  city's 
claim  to  four  square  leagues  of  land 
upon  the  San  Francisco  peninsula.  This 
decree  was  approved  of  by  a  confirma- 
tory act  of  Congress  passed  in  the  year 
1866.  Then  it  was  that  the  prospect  of 
interminable  litigation  loomed  up  in  the 
face  of  all  parties  ocncerned.  Undoubt- 
edly the  squatters  had  certain  equities 
which  nearly  everybody  recognized. 
Public  interest  upon  the  great  issue 
was  intensified  by  the  prospect  of  many 
gun  battles  being  waged,  as  the  squat- 
ters were  ever  prepared  with  weapons 
and  ammunition  to  defend  their  holdings 
to  the  last  ditch. 

The  municipal  authorities,  with  the 
splendid  McCoppin  at  the  helm,  held 
conference  with  the  squatters,  among 
whom  were  such  able  and  influential  rnen 
as  John  B.  Felton,  John  H.  Baird,  Eu- 
gene Sullivan,  Eugene  Casserly,  Thomas 
U.  Sweeny,  who  has  since  donated  the 
Observatory  which  stands  on  Strawberry 
Hill.  Many  others,  too,  entered  into  the 
same  conference  with  the  municipal 
authorities. 


Those  composing  that  group  men- 
tioned above  were  asked  by  the  city 
fathers  if  they  would  be  willing  to  sur- 
render 10  per  cent  of  their  holdings  to 
the  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  cre- 
ating a  park,  if  the  city  authorities  would 
join  with  them  in  procuring  State  leg- 
islation confirming  their  titles,  and  thus 
settling  for  all  time  the  existing  dispute. 
They  all  agred  to  this.  Some  even  agree- 
ing further  to  relinquish  a  larger  per- 
centage. John  B.  Felton,  who  had  a 
name  for  largeness  of  mind  and  big 
heartedness,  consented  to  turn  25  per 
cent  of  his  holdings. 

Thereupon  an  ordinance  was  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  embodying 
this  covenant  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  appraise  the  value  of  all  the 
outside  lands,  and  also  to  fix  a  piece  for 
that  portion  required  for  park  purposes. 

The  committee,  arrived  at  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  value  of  these  outside  lands 
was  something  beyond  $12,000,000  and 
that  the  area  to  be  taken  for  park  put- 
poses  was  something  around  $1,300,000. 
An  assessment  of  10^4  P^r  centum  was 
therefore  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Golden 
Gate    lands    as    well    as    for    that   stretch

Transportation  involves  an  extensive 
field  from  the  pack  carried  on  the  back- 
by  the  primitive  to  the  uses  of  modern 
power  "speeding  away"  from  antiquated 
transportation  which  surely  would  be 
baffling  to  those  who  once  pulled  the 
Egyptian    car. 

The  canoe  of  the  savage  seems  still 
to  have  an  appealing  fascination  and 
the  raft  to  the  boy  who  enjoys  same 
more   than  a  ride  on  a   modern  steamer. 

The  camel,  which  is  the  "ship  of  the 
desert,"  and  the  horse,  the  animal  friend 
of  man,  is  slowly  being  set  aside  by 
automobile    transportation. 

By  means  of  constructed  models,  paint- 
ings and  photographs,  we  are  able  to 
bring  to  the  ej'e  varied  representatives 
from  the  little  one-man  crafts  to  the 
palatial  cities  that  move  with  a  sway  in 
the  hands  of  the  waves  and  winds. 

In  the  Museum  you  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  viewing  the  products  of  the 
boat-builder  and  ship  yard  in  miniature 
scale,  and  can  easily  interest  yourself 
in  the  evolution  of  navigation.  For  in- 
stance, the  model  of  the  "galleon,'  a 
Spanish  three-decked  sailing  vessel  of 
the  type  "Santa  Maria,"  on  which  Colum- 
bus sailed  to  the  New  World,  in  the 
year  1492.  Then  the  ambition  of  the 
nautical  engineer  producing  a  craft  of 
a  50,0(X)-ton  steamer,  the  "Emparator." 
These  types  are  on  exhibition;  not  for- 
getting the  sailing  ships  used  when  the 
sailor  had  a  name  for  every  bit  or  rope 
that  juggled  the  sails  of  many  masts, 
slowly  moving  the  wooden  hull.  The 
Nautical  gallery  exhibits  small  native 
boats  like  "Bobbing  Cork"  on  the  waters 


and  the  liner  that  steadily  cuts  through 
a  sea  that  in  olden  times  could  not 
be    crossed.

THE    SPARROWS 

It  seems,  that  in  recent  days,  the  spar- 
rows have  come  to  be  as  friendly  as 
the  squirrels.  As  a  walker  takes  himself 
along  the  paths  in  the  Park  he  must 
needs  be  careful  else  his  foot  may  crush 
to  death  the  imploring  rodent  or  the 
pleading,  chirping  sparrow. 

Many  of  the  little  birds  have  come  to 
make  friends  particularly  with  the  elder 
folks,  who  "sun"  themselves  upon  the 
benches.  These  "old  folks"  bring  along 
bread  crumbs  and,  indeed,  are  happy  in 
watching  the  sparrows  feast. 

The  squirrel  has  no  taste  for  bread, 
so  the  sparrow  is  unmolested  with  his 
crumbs. 

Poets  have  ever  deplored  man's  inhu- 
manity to  man.  And  truly  there  is  this 
lack  of  sympathy  and  helpfulness  be- 
tween brother  and  brother.  Here  along 
the  paths  we  find  men  going  out  of 
their  way  to  feed  the  tame  and  docile 
little  things  that  come  appealingly  for 
food.  Why  cannot  a  man  treat  his  broth- 
er as  kindly  and  enjoy  good  action  done 
in  that  direction?  It  may  be  that  m'an 
asks  too  much  of  his  neighbor  and  a 
great  deal  more  than  these  little  birds 
and  squirrels   seek. 


THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  GOLDEN  WEST. 
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THE    WILD    BIRDS    OF    GOLDEN    GATE    PARK 


The  present  site  of  Golden  Gate  Park 
was  originally  made  up  in  large  part  of 
a  waste  of  sand  dunes,  the  chief  vege- 
tation of  which  was  lupin  and  coarse 
grasses.  It  has  been  said  that  the  only 
trees  which  were  found  in  the  tract  con- 
sisted of  a  small  clump  of  stunted  live 
oaks,  situated  not  far  from  Quarry  Lake. 
Such  a  landscape  cannot  support  a  large 
population  of  birds,  and  although  figures 
are  not  available  to  substantiate  the 
statement,  it  is  not  likely  that  more  than 
half  a  dozen  different  kinds  found  suit- 
able nesting  sites  here  before  the  Park 
was  a   Park. 

All  of  this  has  been  so  wonderfully 
transformed  by  the  able  hand  of  John 
MsLeran  that  the  Park  now  presents 
the  aspect  of  rolling,  forested  hills,  semi- 
tropical  in  character  in  some  parts.  The 
dense  thickets,  large  groves  of  many 
species  of  trees  and  the  quiet  lakes  af- 
ford admirable  retreats  for  birds.  Pro- 
tection has  been  granted  them  for  many 
years  and  no  one  knows  of  this  better 
than  the  birds  themselves.  The  vale  of 
such  a  preserve  of  refuge,  even  within 
the  heart  of  a  large  city  is  forcibly  illus- 
trated by  the  actions  of  the  wild  ducks. 
Large  numbers  of  several  species  come 
annually  to  the  lakes  and  ponds,  appar- 
ently for  the  sole  purpose  of  enjoying  a 
little  respite  from  the  booming  shot- 
guns of  their  favorite  marshes.  The 
greatest  skill  of  the  hunter  is  re- 
quired to  entice  them  into  the  range 
of  his  high-powered  weapons.  But  in 
the  Park  they  show  little  more  fear  of 
the  thousands  of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren admirers  than  would  domestic  fowl. 

The  entire  Park  has  in  reality  become 
a  huge  natural  aviary.  For  several  years 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  has 
been  keeping  records  of  the  difTerenf 
species  which  are  seen  within  the  boun- 
daries of  the  refuge  and  the  imposing  list 
now  consists  of  more  than  75  kinds. 
Manj^  of  these  are  stragglers,  wandering 
visitors,  who  come  once  and  forget  to 
call  again.  But  there  arc  numerous 
others  that  make  the  Park  their  home 
and  live  here  in  almost  incredible  num- 
bers. Some  of  them  are  really  more 
abundant   in    tlic    Park   than   thev   arc   in 


any  other  known  locality.  This  is  true 
of  the  ever-present  Nuttal's  sparrow, 
which  may  be  seen  in  the  pathways 
around  the  visitors'  feet,  picking  crumbs 
left  from  luncheons  or  singing  its  de- 
lightful song  from  its  favorite  bush.  If 
lives  in  the  Park  the  entire  year  and 
may  be  recognized  by  its  somber  brown 
coat,  which  is  interrupted  on  the  head 
by  broad  white  streaks.  It  sings  every 
month  in  the  year,  a  tune  more  delicious 
and  refreshing  than  that  of  the  most 
highly  prized  caged  canary.  Dr  Barton 
W.  Evermann  has  counted  more  than 
a  hundred  pairs  which  were  nesting  in 
the  trees  of  the  Music  Concourse,  where 
the  happy  males  seem  to  take  pride  in 
an  endeavor  to  out  do  the  regular  Sun- 
dav   afternoon   band   concert. 

Quail,  hawks,  owls,  woodpeckers,  jays, 
crows,  meadow  larks,  goldfinches,  blue- 
birds, robins,  rails,  coots,  mallards  and 
many  other  species  arc  to  be  found  by 
the  careful  observer  almost  any  day  in 
the  year.  Yes,  and  the  English  sparrow 
must  not  be  omitted  from  the  list;  it 
established  itself  in  San  Francisco  fnany 
years  ago  and  naturally  invaded  the 
Park,  where  food  is  comparatively  abund- 
Park,  where  food  is  comparatively 
abundant.  It  is  rarely  seen  attack- 
ing smaller  or  less  bold  birds  in 
the  Park.  Hawks  and  owls,  crows  and 
jays  are  not  encouraged  to  stay  long.

The  coots,  better  known  as  mudhens, 
and  the  ducks  are,  to  many  people,  the 
most  attractive  of  the  bird  population. 
Their  quiet,  unassuming  ways  and  the 
trust  they  have  learned  to  put  in  human 
beings  is  certainly  commendable.  What 
more  pleasant  sight  would  the  nature 
lover  wish  to  see  than  a  small  child 
feeding  a  flock  of  wild  coots  on  the 
bank  of  Stow   Lake?

THE   ACADEMY    OF 

SCIENCES  EXPEDITION 

TO    SOUTH    AMERICA 

On  November  21  a  party  sailed  from 
San  Francisco  for  the  United  States  of 
Colombo,  South  America,  under  the 
Auspices  of  the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences.  The  expedition  is  in  charge 
of  Farnk  M.  Anderson,  who  for  many 
years  was  curator  of  the  Department 
of  Invertebrate  Paleontology  in  the 
Museum.  The  object  of  the  trip  is 
chiefly  to  make  certain  geological  studies 
in  connection  wnth  the  break  in  the 
earth's  crust,  which  extends  from  Cali- 
fornia down  the  west  Mexican  coast  and 
crosses  Central  Ainerica  into  the  Carri- 
bean  sea.  Movement  along  this  line  has 
been  the  cause  of  most  of  the  earth- 
quakes which  have  been  recorded  in 
western  North  America.  Incidentally, 
collections  will  be  made  in  the  Canal 
Zone  and  in  certain  of  the  West  Indies. 
The  expedition  will  probably  be  in  the 
field  about  five  or  six  months.

In  the  caves 
near  the  ball  grounds  are  two  grizzly, 
one  male  and  one  female;  one  black 
bear,  male,  and  one  cinnamon,  female, 
and  five  Pacific  anona,  tw^o  male  and 
three  female.  "Monarch,"  the  head  of 
the  family,  went  to  the  happy  cave  of 
his  ancestors  in  1911. 

Jimmie,  the  cinnamon  bear,  is  the  boy 
who  grabbed  the   hat  from  the  imperial 


brow  of  Lou  Selig,  volunteer  zoologist. 
Selig  had  often  fed  choice  morsels  to 
the  bears,  but  he  never  intended  that 
his  hat  should  serve  as  a  "satisfier"  for 
a  bear's  hunger. 

The  bears,  as  the  familiar  visitors 
know,  are  within  earshot  of  the  Band- 
stand. Whether  or  not  the  animals  have 
ears  for  music  no  one  knows.  That 
Jimmie  has  an  appetite  for  it,  it  is 
quite  certain,  as  Selig  will  inform  you, 
since  he  saw  the  cinnamon  bear  masti- 
cating  the   "band"    of  his    derby.

Emil  Waldteufel  was  a  prolifit  writer  of  waltzes;  composed  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-four.

Lired  in  Paris  for  many  years;  died  there  recently. 

John    Philip   Sousa    (Souza)    was   born   in   Washington,   D.    C.      His   father  was   a  member  of  the 

10.  March,  "Solid  Men  to  the  Front" J.  P.  Sousa 

U.  S.  Marine  Band.  Sousa,  as  a  boy,  did  not  wish  to  become  a  musician,  and  his  father  placed  him 
in  charge  of  a  baker.  He  did  not  remain  long  in  his  floury  domain.  Having  procured  a  position 
with  a  traveling  company  as  second  violinist,  on  his  return  to  the  domestic  domicile  his  father  placed 
him  under  the  tutelage  of  two  of  the  best  musicians  in  Washington.  Luigi  Schneider,  the  bandmaster 
of  the  Marine  Band,  having  disobeyed  the  orders  of  his  suprior,  was  court-martialed  and  summarily 
discharged;  Sousa  was  then  appointed  bandmaster,  remaining  in  that  capacity  for  fourteen  years, 
resigning  to   organize   his   own   band   in   1892.

They  will  be 
found  on  the  north  wing  of  the  aviary, 
opposite  the  picturesque  Japanase  silky 
hens.

Because  of  congested  automobile  traffic 
around  the  music  stand  on  Sundays  it 
was  necessary,  in  order  to  relieve  such 
conditions,  to  create  another  outlet  from 
the  musical  concourse. 

Where  Verdi's  statue  rises  on  the 
south  side  of  the  music  stand  the  wood 
has  been  cleared  away  and  a  fine  broad 
path  has  been  made  which,  when  finished, 
will  lead  the  motorists  into  the  South 
Drive. 


YOU  WILL  GAIN  WHEN  NORTHERN  CALIFORNIA  LEADS. 
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BIRD'S  NEST  SOUP 

Custom  has  brought  to  man  the  relish- 
ing of  tastilj-  prepared  food,  but  the 
same  delicacy  might  meet  his  brother's 
appetite  with  repulsion. 

Beetles,  snakes,  insects,  etc.,  are  known 
throughout  India  as  food;  but  some  how 
the  Caucasian  palate  does  not  usualb' 
respond  to  a  sampling  of  that  delicacy; 
for  example:  The  feast  on  bird's  nest 
soup,  which  is  highly  valued  in  China, 
might  not  seem  so  repulsive  when  we 
look  further  into  its  origin  and 
cleanliness. 

The  bee  secretes  a  wax  which  we 
chew,  extracting  its  honey  flavor  and 
think  nothing  of  it.  The  salangane,  or 
esculent  swallow,  is  much  in  appearance 
like  the  English  swift,  but  somewhat 
smaller.  Their  salivary  glands  are  quite 
active  and  their  secretion,  with  the  pith 
they  extract  from  sea-weed  sets  into  a 
form  of  wax  which  they  mould  into  the 
shape   of  nests. 

These  nests  are  generally  fastened  to 
the  walls  of  precipitous  cliffs  and  within 
dimly  lighted  caverns  which  are  ap- 
proachable bj^  the  descent  of  bamboo 
ladders  sometimes  exceeding  100  feet  in 
length  which  overhang  above  the  sea. 

The  nests  that  the  natives  gather  are 
white  in  color  and  weigh  approximately 
one-half  ounce.  When  dry  they  are 
brittle  and  wrinkled;  being  then  about 
the  size  of  a  goose  egg.  These  nests  are 
produced  before  the  eggs  have  been  laid 
within,  but  should  the  young  be  found 
within  one  they  are  intact,  so  that  the 
species  will  not  become  extinct.  Old 
nests    are    sometimes    used,   being    of    an 


inferior  qualitj'  and  have  a  lesser  market 
value.  When  the  nests  are  ready  for 
market  they  pass  inspection  and  any  im- 
purities are  removed.  They  then  under- 
go many  washings  and  after  special 
preparations  are  made  into  a  delicious, 
soft  jelly  and  served  in  a  soup  which  is 
known   to  be   stimulating  and  nutritious. 

The  Malavan  export  several  thousand 
nests  a  year  to  China,  a  single  bale  of 
seventy-five  pounds  being  worth  in  China 
market  as  high  as  $50.  In  Borneo,  caves 
and  grounds  are  leased  to  the  daring 
natives,  who  procure  these  famous  nests. 
The  finest  and  clearest  ones  bring  the 
highest  price. 

In  the  National  History  Department 
at  the  upper  gallery  in  the  Museum  are 
fragments  of  the  esculent  nests.

During  the  weekly 
concerts  the  birds  are  seen  to  fly  to  and 
from  the  facade  and  when  sundown 
comes  the  entire  family  are  to  be  seen 
roosting  in  the  eaves  of  the  beautiful 
arches  of  the  bandstand.

Hasn't  November  been  thus  far,  a 
month  of  wonderful,  clear,  crisp  autumn 
days,  especially  in  glorious  Golden  Gate 
Park? 

The  sun  is  up  late  and  early  to  bed. 
In  the  morning  the  air  is  keen  and  still 
and  over  all  the  Park  there  hangs  a 
thick,  frost-like  mist,  draping  itself 
'round  the  sombre  cypress  trees.  On 
all  the  spacious  lawns  the  gauze  is  spun 
out  like  great  spider  webs  and  it  was 
from  one  of  the  barefooted  hikers,  who 
is  ever  early  abroad,  that  we  borrowed 
the  simile.  So  thick  is  the  low  lying 
mists  that  he,  indeed,  feels  himself  al- 
most hopelessly  entangled  as  he  treads 
socklessly  on.

THE  CHAIN  OF  LAKES 

The  Chain  of  Lakes  across  Golden 
Gate  Park,  from  northeast  to  southeast 
between  Fortieth  and  Forty-second  ave- 
nues, is  an  alluring  feature  of  the  reser- 
vation. The  visitor  is  impressed  with 
the  idea  that  Nature  bestowed  the  grace- 
ful curves  of  the  inlet.  Seven  small 
islands,  clad  in  verdure  and  teeming  in 
foliage,  lend  a  charm  to  the  view.  In 
creating  the  lake  effect  the  excavation 
of  a  vast  quantity  of  sand  was  required. 


PARK    THE    SCENE    OF 

A    DARING    STUNT 

Where  the  biggest  Dutch  style  wind- 
mill in  the  world  waves  its  long  arms 
near  the  sea,  at  the  western  end  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  a  group  of  young 
women  competing  for  honors  as  per- 
formers of  daring  stunts  heard  a  wild 
wager  proposed  recently. 

"Who'll  ride  around  on  the  tip  of  a 
wing  for  a  dollar  box  of  candy  for  every 
time    around?" 

"I  will,"  said  one,  and  she  was  tied 
to  the  wing,  and  around  she  went  twenty- 
five   times  in  succession. 

She  was  Miss  Velma  Tilden  of  528 
Twenty-fifth  avenue,  a  young  woman 
known  to  a  wide  circle  of  friends  as  an 
expert  swimmer  and  a  taker  of  dares 
for  manj'  a  thrilling  stunt  on  sea  or 
land.  So  far  she  has  eschewed  the 
movies. 

From  tip  to  tip  of  the  mill's  long  arms 
is  ISO  feet.  Miss  Tilden  went  up  nearly 
200  feet  into  the  air,  and  around  a  full 
circle  of  more  than  660  feet  at  every 
turn.  She.  thought  it  was  worth  it  to 
take  the  dare: — to  say  nothing  of  the 
candy. 

Arran.gements  for  this  and  other  stunts 
were  made  by  the  San  Francisco  County 
Council  of  the  American  Legion  in  con- 
nection with  its  activities  to  raise  funds 
for  the  benefit  of  former  service  men 
out  of  work. 


THE    PINE 

How  sharp  and  clear  cut  are  the  green 
needle-like  pine  trees  against  the  clear 
azure   sky. 

Especially  beautiful  is  that  pine  which 
stands  inside  the  gate  of  the  Japanese 
tea  gardens. 

It's  branches  are  tipped  with  sprouts 
which  resemble  pale  green  candles.  That 
pine  stands  there  like  a  Christmas 
tree  adorned  with  candles  ready  to  be 
lighted. 


These  are  the  mornings  on  which  to 
find  the  barefooted  hikers — those  who 
sally  forth  for  health  in  this  manner — 
cutting  up  on  the  blades  of  grass. 
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The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Water  Fowl  Group,  Academy  of  Sciences 


Captain  Charles  B.  Hudson  may  have 
painted  pictures  which  drew  prizes  in 
artists'  exhibitions,  but  certainly  he  has 
never  done  a  canvas  which  surpasses  in 
beauty  the  exquisite  background  of  the 
"San  Joaquin  Valley  Water  Fowl  Group" 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  pictured 
above.  This  seems  to  be  the  universal 
opinion  of  the  400,000  visitors  who  see 
and  admire  the  picture  every  j^ear.  The 
evening  sun  is  just  setting  behind  distant 
Pacheco  Pass  of  the  Diablo  Range,  and 
it  has  left  the  sky  all  rosy,  purple  and 
pink.  Fall  has  come;  the  tules  and  all 
the  grasses  are  dead.  Wild  fowl  are 
settling  in  the  Los  Banos  marshes,  after 
their  flight  of  the  day.  The  solitude  of 
twilight  is  apparent  in  every  darkening 
shadow.  Even  the  geese  in  the  fore- 
ground seem  to  whisper  their  secrets 
to  each  other,  and  many  of  the  ducks 
have  tucked  their  heads  beneath  their 
wings  for  the  night.  It  is  that  hour  when 
the  birds  of  the  day  have  ceased  to  call, 
fly,  feed  or  sing;  night  prowlers  have 
not  as  yet  begun  to  stir.  It  is  the  time 
when  men  like  to  sit  and  dream  beside 
the  smouldering  embers  of  a  camp  fire. 


Perfect  as  the  background  painting 
may  seem,  the  work  of  the  foreground 
will  bear  the  closest  scrutiny.  With  the 
artistic  skill  of  a  master,  Mr.  Fair  placed 
his  mounted  birds  and  the  various  kinds 
of  vegetation.  The  blending  of  back- 
ground and  foreground  is  inconspicuous, 
making  the  entire  group  a  harmonious 
unit. 

There  arc  twenty  kinds  of  water  birds 
shown  in  the  group.  Persons  unac- 
quainted with  the  valley  marshes  might 
think  this  number  excessive  for  so  small 
a  locality.  But  certainly  it  was  not, 
when  Nature  alone  controlled  the  num- 
bers of  birds,  unaided  by  pump-guns, 
smokeless  powder  and  chilled  shot.  Even 
today  in  protected  spots  water  fowl  con- 
gregate there  in  excessive  abundance. 

Most  of  the  beautiful  group  in  the 
Museum  were  presented  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  through  the  generosity 
of  men  and  women  of  means.  Funds  for 
the  installation  of  the  water  fowl  group 
were  provided  by  Mrs.  Delia  Fleis- 
hacker  and  she  thereby  gave  one  of 
the  most  attractive  and  instructive  ex- 
hibits in  the  city.

U.  S.  Marine  Band.  Sousa,  as  a  boy,  did  not  wish  to  become  a  musician,  and  his  father  placed  him 
in  charge  of  a  baker.  He  did  not  remain  long  in  his  floury  domain.  Having  procured  a  position 
with  a  traveling  company  as  second  violinist,  on  his  return  to  the  domestic  domicile  his  father  placed 
him  under  the  tutelage  of  two  of  the  best  musicians  in  Washington.  Luigi  Schneider,  the  bandmaster 
of  the  Marine  Band,  having  disobeyed  the  orders  of  his  suprior,  was  court-martialed  and  summarily 
discharged;  Sousa  was  then  appointed  bandmaster,  remaining  in  that  capacity  for  fourteen  years, 
resigning   to   organize   his   own   band   in    1892.

SHOES 

The  remark,  "Foot-prints  on  the  Sands 
of  Time,'  one  would  generaly  picture 
the  imprint  on  the  shifting  sand  by  wind 
and  tide  that  is  soon  erased  by  action. 
How  real  that  impression  seems  to  the 
pedestrian  and  then  the  wind  and  tide 
erases  the  mark  forever. 

Sandals  have  been  found  in  caves  of 
the  Aborignies — man  long  before  civili- 
zation has  played  a  part. 

A  most  remarkable  record  of  the  im- 
pressions of  foot  prints  made  by  a  false 
sole  to  protect  the  step  from  the  earth's 
irregular  surface. 

In  Nicaragua,  a  republic  of  Central 
America,  specimens  of  foot-prints  have 
been  found  in  volcanic  mud,  but  in  the 
United  States  sculptured  specimens  have 
been  discovered  that  were  made  of  sand- 
stone and  in  the  upper  Missouri  river, 
naked  human  foot-print  markings  cuf 
into  a  flattish  boulder  and  no  trace  has 
been    left    regarding   its   use   to   man. 

Sandals  have  been  found  in  good  state 
of  preservation  in  all  countries  where 
primitive  man  existed. 

In  Egypt,  when  long  journeys  were 
•  aken  by  men  or  rank,  they  were  fol- 
lowed by  slaves  carrying  sandals  for 
their  use  when  passing  over  rocky 
surfaces. 

Tn  China  and  Japan  we  find  a  flat, 
wooden  sandal  with  two  wooden  slabs 
placed  at  right  angles  that  raises  the 
wooden  sandal  at  least  three  inches  from 
the  soil.  Some  forms  of  the  sole  of 
Chinese  •  shoes  are  curved  so  that  the 
foot   can   rock    the    slipper   from   heel    to 


toe.  These  above  constructions  were 
featured  to  fecilitate  the  crossing  of 
rocky  or  wet  surfaces. 

Upon  the  entry  into  the  homes  in 
Japan  the  foot-gear  is  removed. 

The  leather  boot  is  chiefly  used  in  the 
snow  country  and  purposely  fashioned 
for  that  purpose.  The  high  top  moccasin 
of  the  Indian  has  a  leather  upper  which 
protected   him    from   snakes   and   insects. 

The  Eskimo  found  that  the  rough  sole 
of  their  shoes  made  of  skins  enabled 
them  to  walk  steadily  on  the  slippery 
ice.  The  walking  over  soft  snow  was 
accomplished  without  sinking  into  the 
snow  by  the  use  of  snowshoes,  having 
a  construction  which  spreads  the  weight 
of  the  foot  over  a  larger  area  and  gave 
a  firmer  base. 

The  flat  sandal  was  designed  to  suit 
nature  and  the  "French  heel"  to  suit 
style.  It  may  give  one  height  but  not 
comfort. 

In  the  popularit}^  of  the  automobile, 
the  few  steps  in  the  apartment,  the 
elevators  in  the  shops;  one  could  easily 
resort  to  the  Grecian  costume  of  the 
soft  sandal. 

The  Miscellaneous  Gallery  displays  the 
exhibits  of  shoes  and  footgear  from  all 
countries,  and  in  the  Natural  History 
Department  are  slabs  with  the  imprints 
of  the  human  foot  of  centuries  ago. 
There  is  a  casting  of  a  foot,  whose  great- 
est width  measures  four  and  one-half 
inches  and  fifteen  and  three-fourths 
inches   in   length.

THEY  COME  TO  VISIT  SAN  FRANCISCO, 


GOLDEN    GATE    PATHFINDER 
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SURROUNDING    PLACES 

Strolling  along  the  main  highway  the 
stranger,  as  San  Franciscans  are  like- 
wise impressed,  gets  the  impression  from 
certain  points  that  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
a  much  greater  and  vast  domain  than 
it  actually  is.  Let's  start  a  jaunt  at  the 
beach  and  come  in  along  the  main 
thoroughfare  of  the  Park.  From  a  slight 
elevation  gazing  north  the  observer 
would  believe  that  the  tree  crowned 
Sutro  Heights  are  a  part  of  Golden  Gate 
Park,  to  the  south  stretch  away  the 
golden  sand  dunes.  They,  too,  look  as  if 
they  are  a  portion  of  the  great  garden. 
Attaining  that  juncture  where  the  Park- 
Presidio  driveway  cames  into  the  main 
road  the  stroller  discovers  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  a  fine  expanse  of 
woods  and  hills  and  a  stretch  of  clear 
slopes  where  specks  slowly  move  about. 
They  are  golfers  on  the  great  Presidio 
golf  course,  which  also  appears  a  part 
of  Golden  Gate  Park.  Farther  along 
through  an  open  space  to  the  south  there 
suddenly  looms  the  vast  Sutro  forest,  a 
great  mountain  seeming  to  come  sheer 
out  of  the  Park;  and  dark  and  tree-cov- 
ered from  base  to  summit  it  rises  like 
a  great  orb  in  solemn  eclipse.  It,  too, 
apears  like  a  portion  of  the  Park.  Then 
directly  in  the  distance  east  springs  up 
gentle  Buena  Vista  as  if  out  of  the  Pan- 
handle. And  now  near  Stanyan  street 
the  towers  of  St.  Ignatius  stretch  out  of 
the  great  trees  around  the  MacLaren 
lodge.  From  the  different  points  of 
vantage  where  these  outside  tracts  are 
seen  the  stranger,  we  repeat,  deems  the 
Park  a  greater  domain  than  it  actuall}' 
is.  Should  he  attempt  to  go  to  these 
attractive  hills  that  surround  the  Park 
he  would  encounter  many  home  sections 
interposing  between  the  Park  and  the 
outside  hills.  He  would  then  find  that 
what  drew  his  steps  away  from  the  main 
highway  are,  indeed,  outside  independent 
parks.  Discovering  stretches  of  homes 
about  he  would  most  likely  believe  that 
the  distant  places  observed  from  his  walk 
were  naught  but  mirages  fading  as  he 
went  out  to  seek   them.

The  above  work  was  composed  by  Saverio  Mercndante  as  a  homage  to  the  great  master  Giochino 
Rossini.  Mercadante  wrote  many  ecclesiastical  compositions.  He  was  born  in  .\ltamura,  September  17, 
1795.  He  was  professor  at  the  Naples  Conservatory.  His  eyesight  was  impaired  in  1862.  and  he  dictated 
many  compositions  after  being  deprived  of  his  eyesight,  one  overture  in  particular  entitled  "The  Recollec- 
tions of  the  Blind."     Died  in  Xaples,  December   17,   1870.

George  Frederick  Handel  was  born  February  23,  1685;  died  April  14,  1759.  Handel  was  in- 
tended for  a  jurist  and  was  sent  to  the  grammar  school.

MUSIC 

The  sound  of  thunder,  Thor's  kettle 
drum  is  heard — the  lightning  illuminates 
the  falling  rain,  the  wind  carries  a 
mournful  tone  and  then  the  rainbow 
pays  a  compliment  to  the  sun. 

The  little  bird  chirps  and  sings  a  song 
all  its  own;  there  is  music  in  the  air. 

Music  is  the  charm  of  the  Muses  and 
joy  to  the  ear,  as  the  open  fireplace  is 
man's-  sunshine  of  the  winter,  where, 
he    reads   the    rhyme   of   the   silent   song. 

Music  is  a  succession  of  harmonic 
tones  that  has  the  faculty  of  causing  a 
soothing  effect  or  arousing  a  vim  and 
action  to  man. 

The  barbaric  descant  discord  produced 
by  the  savage  on  crude  drums;  the  bang 
of  Chinese  gong  and  tom-tom  a  jumbled 
sound,  to  them  has  the  same  pleasant 
effect  that  the  symphony  might  have  to 
the  mind  of  peace  and  harmony.  And 
still  the  jazz  conglomeration  acrobatic 
construction  is  well  in  keeping  of  the 
care  free;  joyful  heart;  while  the  classic 
composer  brings  a  tear  or  smile  affecting 
the  sympathetic  emotions. 

Man  should  be  happy  to  be  cheered 
by  the  song  bird,  that  might  have  had 
another  gift  instead.  Music  is  a  divine 
creation  and  man  has  constructed  many 
musical  instruments  to  imitate  the 
natural  tones  and  surround  that  melody 
within  a  frame  of  rhyme  to  fortify  the 
song,  which  lives  and  makes  the  busy 
mind  stop   to  listen. 

Music  is  still  a  spiritual  unlift  produced 
through  inspiration  and  when  printed  and 
written  becomes  a  record  of  a  melody. 

How  wonderful  is  the  phonograph  that 


not  only  records  a  sound,  its  pitch  or 
vibration,  but  many  tones  simultaneously 
played  and  transmitted  to  the  vibration 
of   one   needle. 

Instrumental  music  has  practically  de- 
veloped from  the  following  three:  the 
drum,  the  harp  and  flute.  The  savage 
knew  the  echo  of  the  drum,  the 
Egyptians  the  soft  music  of  the  harp  and 
according  to  Greek  mythology  the  syrinx 
or  Shepherd's  pipe  was  invented  by  Pan, 
the  Grecian  God  of  the  Woods,  who  pre- 
sided over  the  pastures,  forest  and 
flocks.  That  instrument  consisted  of  a 
series  of  graduated  tubes,  of  wood  bound 
together  in  line  and  closed  at  one  end, 
the  tone  being  produced  by  blowing  over 
the  open  free  end. 

The  development  of  each  musical  in- 
strument has  an  interesting  history. 
First,  the  organ  giving  the  effect  of  many 
reed  and  stringed  instruments  and  then 
the  piano  developing  from  a  few  strings 
to  the  standard  instrument  having  eighty- 
eight  notes.  The  harmonic  chords  that 
can  be  plaj^ed  on  these  from  the  base 
to  the  treble  has  the  effect  of  several  in- 
struments, or,  in  other  words,  an  or- 
chestration. 

What  a  wonderful  strength  and  vibra- 
tion can  be  produced  by  the  organ,  a 
real  complex  volume  mastered  by  the 
practiced  touch  of  one  player.  It  is  re- 
corded that  within  the  eleventh  century 
a  cathedral  at  Magdeburg,  Saxony,  an 
organ  was  installed  which  was  operated 
by  sixteen  keys. 

The     mclodeon     is     a     smnll     portable 
.organ  resembling  a  square  piano. 

The   piano  developed   from  the   harpsi-

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chord  which  is  much  in  appearance  to 
the  grand  piano,  the  strings  being  me- 
chanically picked  in  one  or  two  strokes 
by  means  of  the  key  action  producing 
somewhat  the  harp  effect.  The  "spinet" 
resembles  the  harpsichord,  but  is  a 
smaller  instrument;  often  strung  with 
gut   strings  instead   of  wire. 

In  the  piano  tlie  strings  are  struck 
by  hammers,  giving  a  remarkable  loud 
tone  and  the  low  vibration  of  coiled 
wound  strings  of  the  base  is  stopped  by 
the  silencer.  Christofori  originated  the 
basic   construction   of   the   piano  in   1709. 

The  Museum  has  a  gallery  of  musical 
instruments  chronologically  installed; 
Amongst  them  an  interesting  harpsi- 
chord of  the  Louis  XV  period  having 
two  keyboards.  The  first  upright  piano 
in  San  Francisco  and  many  makes  of 
earlier  types  are  on  exhibition.

CHILDREN'S    PLAYGROUND 

The  Children's  Playground,  with  all 
its  accessories  for  the  amusement  and 
safety  of  the  little  folk  and  the  com- 
forts and  conveniences  extended  to  vis- 
itors other  than  children,  maintained 
directly  by  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners. Everything,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, is  given  to  the  public  free,  the 
charge  levied  for  refreshments  being  the 
actual  cost  of  food. 

For  swings,  merry-go-rounds,  donkey 
and  goat  rides,  the  price  has  been  re- 
duced so  that  the  playground  can  hardly 
be   called  self-sustaining. 

Golden  Gate  Park  is  the  pioneer  in 
this  field  of  entertainment  for  children. 
Eastern  and  European  cities  have  sent 
to  San  Francisco  for  object  lessons,  and 
are  being  guided  by  the  example  in  our 
Park. 

In  1887  F.  W.  Sharon  and  Frank  G. 
Newlands,  trustees  of  the  estate  of 
William  Sharon  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  testator's  will,  gave  the 
Park  Commissioners  $50,000  to  establish 
the  Children's  Playground.

THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  GOLDEN  WEST. 
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THE    SPARROWS    OF    GOLDEN    GATE    PARK 


To  a  great  many  people  a  sparrow  is 
a  sparrow,  a  little  pestiferous,  brown 
creature  that  some  over  zealous  enthu- 
siast brought  over  to  this  country  from 
England  manj-  years  ago.  True,  the 
English  sparrow  has  so  taken  possession 
of  some  of  our  Eastern  cities  that  it  is 
practically  the  onlj^  wild  bird  thousands 
of  our  children  have  ever  seen.  It  is  so 
pugnacious  and  quarrelsome  that  the 
native  species  almost  invariablj'  desert 
the  places  which  it  chooses  to  occupy. 

Golden  Gate  Park  forms  one  notable 
exception.  English  sparrows  may  be 
heard  and  seen  on  frequent  occasions 
about  some  of  the  entrances,  but  some 
other  species  are  much  more  numerous 
Joseph  Mailliard,  the  ornithologist  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences,  has 
made  a  careful  study  of  the  birds  of  the 
Park  and  thus  far  has  found  ten  different 
members  of  the  sparrow  family  which 
live  here  throughout  the  vear.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  four  more  kinds  are  found, 
but  chiefly  during  winter  or  migration. 
Those  %vho  read  this  should  remember 
that  in  America  the  sparrow  family  in- 
cludes many  kinds  of  birds  which  do  not 
resemble  the  English  sparrow  in  any 
appreciable  extent.  Such  unlike  species 
as  the  gold  finch,  purple  finch,  indigo 
bunting  and  snow  bunting  are  all  spar- 
rows in  the  broad  sense.  Over  500  dif- 
ferent species  have  been  listed  in  North 
America.  Of  the  true  sparrows  there 
are  four  kinds  in  the  Park  as  follows: 

The  English  Sparrow,  which  needs  no 
introduction.  How  we  have  wished  all 
of  them  back  in  their  native  land. 

The  Nuttall  Sparrows  are  more  abund- 
ant than  an3'  other  species  of  bird  in 
the  Park  or  San  Francisco.  They  may 
be  known  by  their  slightly  larger  size 
than  the  English  sparrow.  Also  the  top 
of  the  head  is  black  with  a  white  streak 


on  each  side  and  in  the  center.  While 
very  plain  of  dress  the  beautiful  song 
of  this  happy  bird  is  one  of  the  many 
charming  attractions  of  the  Park.  It 
may  be  heard  every  month  of  the  year. 
Its  disposition  is  very  gentle.  Often  we 
have  seen  kind-hearted  people  feeding 
them  at  the  Haight  street  entrance. 
Like  the  squirrels  there,  they  soon  learn 
to  know  a  friend  and  will  eat  from  his 
or  her  hand. 

Santa  Cruz  Song  Sparrows  are  also 
common  in  the  Park,  but  they  are  shy 
and  retiring  of  disposition.  They  haunt 
the  dense  thickets  and  rarely  show  them- 
selves for  more  than  an  instant,  as  they 
dart  across  some  opening  or  pathway 
in  the  forest.  The  species  is  even  more 
plainly  colored  than  the  English  spar- 
row is  slightly  smaller  than  Nuttall's 
sparrow  and  can  be  told  from  it  at  a 
distance  by  its  relatively  longer  tail.  In 
spring  and  summer  its  delightful  melody 
adds  to  the  general  bird  chorus  in  the 
trees. 

The  Fox  Sparrow  is  a  large,  reddish 
brown  species,  as  shy  as  the  song  spar- 
row, or  more  so.  Only  a  few  of  them 
ever  visit  the  Park  and  these  only  in 
the  fall  and  w-intcr.  Consequently  they 
are    not    well   known. 

The  Golden  Crowned  Sparrow  is  also 
a  winter  visitor.  It  is  about  the  same 
size  as  Nuttall's  sparrow  and  looks  very 
much  like  it.  However,  instead  of  hav- 
ing white  stripes  on  its  head  as  in  that 
species,  they  are  golden  yellow. 

The  other  species  of  the  sparrow 
family  which  Mr.  Mailliard  has  seen  in 
the    Park   are: 

California  Purple  Finch,  California 
Linnet.  Pine  Siskin.  Willow  Gold  Finch. 
Green-backed  Gold  Finch,  Lawrence 
Gold   Finch,  Junco  and  Towhee.

HISTORIC    SLOOP    GJOA 


The  Xorwegian  sloop  Gjoa,  the  vessel 
in  which  Captain  Roald  Amundsen  made 
the  historic  northwestern  passage  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  is 
craddled  in  Golden  Gate  Park  near  the 
beach  on  the  Main  Drive,  not  far  from 
the   Dutch   windmills.    ■ 

Captain  Amundsen,  through  Henry 
Lund,  Norwegian  Consul,  presented  to 
San  Francisco  on  behalf  of  Norway  the 
famous  sloop.  The  gift  was  accepted  in 
the  name  of  the  city  by  Major  E.  R. 
Taylor  and  committed  to  the  care  of  the 
Park  Commissioners  June  16,  1909.  On 
that  date  F.  W.  Dohrmann,  President 
of  the  Commission,  accepted  the  sloop, 
paying   in    his   address    of    acceptance    a 


compliment    to   the    courage   of   the   men 
of  Norway. 

Commissioner  James  D.  P  helan  was 
requested  to  procure  a  drawing  and 
write  a  history  of  the  Gjoa  for  the 
IMemorial  Museum.  The  vessel  was 
beached  south  of  the  Cliff  House,  and  by 
means  of  rollers  taken  to  the  place  where 
the    world    renowned    ship    now    stands.

He  left  the  bulk  of  his  fortune  to  the  home  for  aged  and  out- 
worn musicians.

PEWTER 

There  is  something  about  pewter  that 
reminds  one  of  a  cobwedded  bottle.  It 
looks  old  and  though  it  is  recent  in  art 
in  comparison  to  the  antiques  of  the 
bronze  age  it  now  is  surpassed  by  otlicr 
metallic  objects. 

Pewter  making  has  been  known  abroad 
for  many  centuries.  It  is  an  alloy  chiefly 
of  tin'  and  lead,  though  some  times  we 
find  alloys  of  other  substances  such  as 
copper.  Its  fusibility  at  a  low  tempera- 
ture makes  it  a  metal  coinposition  whicli 
is   easily   cast. 

We  find  the  general  use  of  pewter  in 
spoons,  plates  ale  and  beer  tankards, 
bowls,  general  table  utensils,  and  odd 
objects  of  art.  Plates  were  made  for 
instance  by  casting  the  metal  or  stamp- 
ing the  sheet  pewter  into  the  shape 
desired  or  by  spinning  the  metal  on  a 
rapidly  revolving  lathe,  a  pressure  given 
by  wooden  tools  pressed  the  metal  in 
revolving  forms  of  wood. 

One  of  the  discouraging  features  of 
this  soft  material,  like  lead,  it  is  not  only 
very  heavy  but  easily  dented  and  bent 
out  of  shape. 

Through  modern  developments  we  find 
the  practical  art  of  table  utensils  con- 
fined to  pottery  and  stronger  metals, 
such  as  copper,  nickle  and  compositions 
of  more  durable  and  tougher  metals 

The  application  of  silver,  nickie  and 
gold  by  electro-plating  over  a  cheaper 
metal  base,  has  revolutionized  the  old 
art  of  pewter.  The  development  of  the 
ceramic   art  of   glass    composition    so   as 


to    resist    high    degrees   of   heat    has    left 
pewter   a   non-competitor. 

Pewter,  however,  holds  its  own  when 
we  think  of  the  German  Rathskeller,  the 
old  Dutch  interior  and  the  English 
County  Lodge;  for  without  its  quaint 
decoration  on  the  shelves  the  picture 
would  lose   its   charm. 

In  the  Colonial  Room  and  Kitchen  in 
the  Museum  is  an  unique  representation 
of  the  past  of  our  first  Eastern  Colonies. 
There  arc  good  examples  of  the  pewter 
used  at  that  time.  One  can  picture  the 
repast  of  those  past  days,  the  pewter 
ware,  the  candlesticks  and  the  hoop-skirts 
of  a  Colonial  madamoiselle.

NEW     PROJECTS    WIN     FAVOR     OF     CITY     FATHERS 


Commissioners'  Program  Calls  for  Improvements  in  All  the  Playgrounds — 

New  Stadium  Planned — Schmitz's  Resolution  Asks  Early  Estimate 

for  the  Cost  of  the  Project. 


Funds  to  develop  the  extensive  pro- 
gram of  Park  improvements  planned  by 
the  Park  Commissioners  to  be  carried 
out  during  1922  were  pledged  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  At  the  same  time 
the  Supervisors  voted  unanimous  ap- 
proval of  the  Park  program  as  outlined, 
and  urged  a  speedy  completion  of  the 
plans. 

The  improvements  were  recently  sug- 
gested to  Mayor  James  Rolph  by  Her- 
bert Fleishhacker,  President  of  the  Park 
Commission,  and  include  outdoor  attrac- 
tions for  both  young  and  old.  A  play- 
ground at  Sloat  boulevard  and  the  ocean 
for  children,  a  swimming  pool  for  adults, 
a  bathing  beach,  and  a  wading  pool  for 
tots,  are  among  the  main  attractions. 

GOLF    COURSE 

A  new  eighteen-hole  golf  course  near 
Lake  Merced,  along  the  roadbed  of  the 
new  Skyline  boulevard  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Santa  Cruz,  is  one  of  the  pro- 
posals contained  in  the  Park  program. 
Improvement  of  the  Balboa  Park  golf 
course,  beyond  the  Mission  district,  is 
another  of  the  attractions  included  in  the 
plans. 

The  third  feature  is  one  that  appeals 
to  all  high  school  boys  and  college 
students,  for  it  is  the  building  of  a 
stadium  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  opposite 
the  Polytechnic  High  School,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  the  athletic 
games  known  to  youth,  from  baseball 
and  football  to  races  and  vaulting  and 
other  sports.  All  schools  and  organiza- 
tions would  have  the  free  use  of  the 
stadium  on  application  to  the  Park 
Commissioners. 

AQUATIC  PARK 
The  speedy  completion  of  Aquatic 
Park,  at  the  foot  of  Van  Ness  avenue, 
is  also  a  part  of  the  Park  plans.  When 
finished.  Aquatic  Park  will  be  one  of 
the  most  attractive  and  unique  parks  in 
the  country,  as  well  as  one  of  the  most 


beautiful  from  a  scenic  standpoint. 
There  will  be  a  beach,  dancing  pavilion, 
bandstand,  bathhouse  with  both  hot  and 
cold  pools  and  provision  for  all  water 
sports.  An  appropriation  of  $400,000 
has  been  made  for  this  project,  only 
$15,000  of  which  has  as  yet  been  spent. 

To  further  the  completion  of  the  Park 
program.  Supervisor  Eugene  E.  Schmitz 
introduced  two  resolutions  bearing  on 
the  matter,  both  of  which  met  with 
unanimous  approval,  and  were  referred 
to  the  Parks  and  playgrounds  commit- 
tee before  final  action. 

APPROPRIATION 

One  resolution  asked  that  Aquatic 
Park  be  placed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Park  Commission  and  that  the 
citizens'  committee  now  in  charge  be 
dissolved.  The  other  Schmitz  resolution 
indorsed  the  Park  program  and  asked 
for  a  financial  appropriation  to  carry 
it  out. 


THE    OLD    PICNIC    HOUSE 

The  old  picnic  house,  which  stands 
upon  that  gentle  slope  between  the 
Japanese  village  and  elevated  Stow 
Lake,   is  gradually  going  to  ruin. 

Here  is  a  shrine,  around  which  in  the 
old  days  parents  and  children  clustered 
between  long  spells  of  picnicing  to 
gratefully   partake    of   basket   luncheons. 

It  was  a  sight  that  many  will  never 
forget:  the  old  house,  squatting  like  a 
mother  hen  in  the  middle  of  the  garden, 
while  all  the  children,  like  her  brood  of 
chickens,  chattered  and  played  about. 

Now,  on  Sundays  the  old  house  is 
scarcely  noticed  by  the  visitors  who 
pass   it  by  along  the  paths. 

The  ivy  clings  to  its  dilapidated  walls. 
Ratlicr,  it  would  seem,  the  ivy  comes 
up,  like  an  old  friend,  to  wrap  its  arms 
about  the  decaying  building — to  support 
and  solace  the  old  structure  in  its  de- 
clining  days. 
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THE    FOX    SPARROWS    OF    GOLDEN    GATE    PARK 


There  is  a  well  shaped,  handsome,  yet 
very  quietly  marked  sparrow  in  the  Park 
that  probably  but  few  people  notice.  It 
does  not  come  out  in  the  open  as  do 
other  birds,  although  it  is  sometimes  net 
with  scratching  under  the  edge  of  a 
brush  or  in  the  path  of  near  heavy 
foliage.  This  sparrow  belongs  in  the 
genus  Passerealla.  which  includes  all  of 
the  fox  sparrows,  of  which  a  number  of 
subspecies   are   now   recognized. 

When  you  become  better  acquainted 
with  it,  the  fox  sparrow  is  a  bird  that 
is  unusually  interesting  in  several  par- 
ticulars. One  of  these  is  that  it  varies 
so.  The  original  discovery  of  the  fox 
sparrow  was  that  of  the  form  found  in 
the  Atlantic  States  of  North  America, 
and  it  was  given  this  name  because  it 
was  without  doubt  a  sparrow,  and  be- 
cause of  the  fox  red  coloration  of  its 
back,  tail,  wings — in  fact,  what  are  called 
its  "upper  parts,"  and  the  spots  upon 
its  white  breast.  After  this  bird  was 
discovered,  and  so  named,  other  birds 
very  much  like  it,  but  which  lived  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river  were  found  at 
different  times,  but  their  color  was  not 
fox  red,  and  great  variation  was  found 
among  different  individuals  secured  for 
museum  purposes.  All  of  these  birds 
were  like  the  original  fox  red  fellow  in 
shape,  habits,  and  general  characteristics, 
and  were  not  unreasonably  dispropor- 
tional  in  size,  although  some  were  a  little 
smaller. 

The  first  one  was  named,  apparently, 
in  1786,  while  the  second  that  attracted 
the  attention  of  bird  students  came  from 
Unalaska  (spelled  in  original  description 
"Aoonalashka),  Alaska.  Apparently  the 
next  one  that  was  especially  noticed 
came  from  the  "shores  of  the  Columbia 
river,"  and  was  mentioned  by  the  great 
naturalist,  Aububon,  in  his  "Birds  of 
America,"  in   1838. 

Now  the  two  last  mentioned  birds, 
while  .not  foxy  red  on  the  back,  were 
at  least  brown  with  a  tendency  toward 
the  red,  and  had  tails  and  edgings  to 
the  wings  that  were  decidedly  reddish, 
so    that    it    was    not    difificult    to    connect 


them  with  the  Eastern  bird.  Later  on, 
however,  a  naturalist  accompanied  the 
preliminary  survey  sent  out  to  determine 
a  route  for  the  first  overland  railroad, 
and  he  found  and  described  two  more 
birds  that  were  similar,  in  all  except 
coloration,  to  the  Eastern  bird  again, 
but  the  color  of  the  back  was  inclined 
toward  a  slaty  or  grayish  color  and  the 
bill  was  thicker  and  heavier. 

As  time  went  on  and  specimens  were 
taken  in  different  parts  of  the  West, 
including  Alaska,  it  was  discovered  that 
while  there  were  numbers  of  these  spar- 
rows that  differed  from  each  other,  they 
could  be  placed  in  groups  and  many  oi 
the  groups  named.  At  first  the  birds 
were  given  w'idely  different  generic 
names  by  their  describers.  but  in  more 
recent  years,  when  bird  students  have 
been  in  closer  touch  with  one  another 
than  formerly,  all  the  members  of  this 
group  have  been  included  in  one  genus, 
that  is  Passerella,  or  Fox  Sparrows. 
It  was  found  that  while  a  great  many 
of  these  groups  nest  in  different  places 
along  the  coast  of  British  Columbia  and 
Alaska,  and  on  many  of  the  Alaskan 
islands  and  those  of  the  Aleutian  chain, 
they  came  down  the  coast  in  'the  fall  to 
pass  the  winter  in  a  more  moderate 
climate  than  that  of  the  icy  north.  It 
was  also  found  that  it  is  the  darkest  and 
most  brownish  ones  that  have  these 
habits,  while  the  slate-colored  and  gray- 
backed  races  generally  breed  within  the 
United  States.  These  latter  seem  to  pre- 
fer to  move  down  to  Southern  Califor- 
nia ;,nd  Mexico  for  a  more  temperate 
winter  climate  than  that  in  the  vicinity 
of  their  summer  mountain  homes,  while 
the  various  races  breeding  father  north 
are  less  particular,  many  of  them  scat- 
tering over  the  whole  state.  Yet  singu- 
larly enough,  the  race  breeding  along 
tlie  coast  of  southern  Alaska,  confines 
itself  in  winter  to  the  California  coast 
and  only  as  far  south  as  San  Francisco. 
Those  of  the  fox  sparrows  that  spend 
their  winter  in  Golden  Gate  Park  are  of 
the  dark  colored  races.

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THE    GULLS    IN    GOLDEN    GATE    PARK 


There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
the  gulls  which  winter  in  San  Francisco 
are  yearly  growing  more  tame  and  more 
friendly  with  mankind.  The  numbers  of 
gulls  that  are  seen  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
during  this  winter  of  1921-1922,  some  of 
them  hardly  deigning  to  move  out  of 
a  pedestrian's  way,  are  living  proof  of 
this.  If  }'ou  try  to  feed  the  ducks  or 
coots  on  the  lakes — you  cannot  feed 
ducks  without  the  coots  "butting  in"  to 
the  feast,  or  vice  versa — some  watchful 
gull  will  swoop  down  to  gobble  all  he 
can  get,  while  his  actions  attract  the 
attention  of  every  other  gull  within 
range. 

Previous  to  the  time  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  buildings  for  our  beautiful 
exposition  of  1915,  gulls  had  long  been 
in  the  habit  of  sunning  themselves  in 
the  winter  on  the  mud  flats  of  what  is 
now  known  as  "The  Marina."  After  these 
flats  were  filled  in  the  gulls  seemed  to 
appreciate  man's  success  in  making  them 
comfortable,  and  enjoyed  the  drier 
ground  greatly.  Then  began  the  prep- 
arations for  the  exposition,  and  there 
came  an  array  of  workingmen  to  en- 
croach upon  these  improved  premises,  but 
bringing  daily  lunches  and  leaving  many 
tempting  scraps  behind  after  the  day's 
work  was  done.  These  leavings  were 
manna  from  heaven  for  the  birds,  and 
were  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  This 
work  commenced  in  the  winter  and 
spring  of  1914,  and  the  gulls  whose 
breeding  grounds  were  far  away  must 
have  been  loth  to  leave  these  rich  pick- 
ings v>hen  the  irresistible  urge  came  upon 
them  to  take  up  their  long  flight  to  their 
nesting  grounds  in  the  north.  But  go 
they  did,  only  to  return  in  good  season 
next  fall,  bringing  their  youngsters  with 
them  to  revel  in  the  new-found  feasting 
ground,  where  large  rewards  for  little 
exertion  were   the   rule. 

When  the  beautiful  exposition  city  was 
finally  deserted,  the  gulls  were  sad,  in- 
deed, over  thrir  loss!  No  more  feasts 
for  them!  Xo  one  in  the  accustomed 
spots  to  feed  them. 

At  this  time  they  commenced  to  scat- 


ter about  the  city  and  hover  over  the 
streets  looking  for  the  hands  that  threw 
them  tit-bits.  They  began  to  frequent 
the  parks,  and  some  reward  was  really 
theirs,  for  a  few  kind-hearted  mortals 
took  pity  on  them  and  cast  more  crumbs 
before  them.  This  custom  appears  to 
be  growing,  in  spite  of  the  com.plaints 
of  some  people  who  suflfer  from  the 
gulls'  uncleanly  habits;  and  this  winter 
of  1921-22  there  are  more  gulls  in  the 
parks  in  some  streets  where  they  are  fed 
than  have  ever  been  known  before.  In 
some  of  the  large  apartment-houses 
feeding  goes  on  pretty  regularly,  either 
from  windows,  when  the  birds  become 
adept  at  catching  food  "on  the  fly,"  or 
from  roofs  and  balconies.  This  is  done 
in  spite  of  the  protests  of  owners  and 
others,  who  are  not  fond  enough  of  birds 
to  forgive  some  of  their  failings. 

There  Is  a  vast  deal  of  misunderstand- 
ing on  the  part  of  the  general  public 
concerning  the  gulls.  Many  think  that 
the  white  ones  are  the  males  and  the 
dark  ones  the  females;  or  that  the 
lighter  ones  are  of  one  species  and  the 
darker  of  another.  These  ideas  are  in  the 
main  erroneous.  The  white  birds  are 
older  and  in  full  plumage,  while  the 
dark  ones  are  the  young  birds,  the  j'oung- 
er  they  are  the  darker  are  they,  the 
leaden-colored,  white-headed  Heermann 
gull,  of  course,  being  excepted.  For  the 
larger  gulls  it  takes  about  three  years 
to  reach  a  stage  of  full  plumage. 
Then  again  the  dark  spots  or  markings 
on  the  heads  of  the  white-breasted  gulls 
are  found  only  in  winter,  and  these  give 
way  to  pure  white  as  the  nesting  season 
approaches. 

The  gulls  we  see  flying  about  the  city 
parks  are  mostly  of  two  species,  viz:  the 
Glaucous  winged  gull,  which  has  no 
black  feathers  in  the  wings,  and  the 
Western  gull,  which  has  the  long,  stiff 
feathers  of  the  wing  black,  tipped  with 
white.  The  Glaucous-winged  gull  has  a 
pearl  gray  back  or  "mantle,"  while  the 
Western  gull  has  the  mantle  of  a  dark 
slaty  gray.

HISTORIC    SLOOP    GJOA 


The  Norwegian  sloop  Gjoa,  the  vessel 
in  which  Captain  Roald  Amundsen  made 
the  historic  northwestern  passage  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  is 
craddled  in  Golden  Gate  Park  near  the 
beach  on  the  Main  Drive,  not  far  from 
the   Dutch   windmills. 

Captain  Amundsen,  through  Henry 
Lund,  Norwegian  Consul,  presented  to 
San  Francisco  on  behalf  of  Norway  the 
famous  sloop.  The  gift  was  accepted  in 
the  name  of  the  city  by  Major  E.  R. 
Taylor  and  committed  to  the  care  of  the 


Park  Commissioners  June  16,  1909.  On 
that  date  F.  W.  Dohrmann,  President 
of  the  Commission,  accepted  the  sloop, 
paying  in  his  address  of  acceptance  a 
compliment  to  the  courage  of  the  men 
of  Norway. 

Commissioner  James  D.  P  helan  was 
requested  to  procure  a  drawing  and 
write  a  history  of  the  Gjoa  for  the 
Merriorial  Museum.  The  vessel  was 
beached  south  of  the  Clifif  House,  and  by 
means  of  rollers  taken  to  the  place  where 
the    world    renowned    ship    now    stands. 


ALL  SHOULDERS  TO  THE  MACHINE! 
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THE    MONUMENT    OF     THOMAS   STARR   KING 


Thomas  Starr  King  was  a  native  of 
Boston.  Massachusetts.  It  is  known  that 
he,  as  a  preacher,  did  more  than  any 
other  man  through  his  persuasive  ora- 
tory to  keep  California  on  the  side  of 
the  Union  during  the  days  of  the  Civil 
War. 

That    is    a    splendid    likeness    of    the 


great  preacher  and  great  man — that 
monument  which  stands  in  an  alcove  of 
trees,  as  the  walker  enters  the  musical 
concourse   at   its   eastern   end. 

Thomas  Starr  King  died  in  the  early 
forties  of  his  age.  He  is  buried  in  the 
church  grounds  of  the  First  Unitarian 
Church   on   Franklin   street   of  this   city.

SAN  FRANCISCO,  WE  LOVE  YOU! 
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THE   COLD    SPELL 


The  cold  days — did  you  journey  out 
into  the  Park  during  them?  Well,  as 
you  took  your  way  along  the  paths  the 
old  familiar  places  didn't  seem  the  same, 
did  they?  To  begin  with,  the  paths 
were  cold  and  the  cold  bit  through  the 
soles  of  your  shoes.  If  you  started  your 
walk  early  you  could  hardly  say  that 
the  grass  was  green.

RELICS   RECENTLY   RECEIVED 


The  following  donations  have  been 
received  by  the  curator,  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Penez: 

Air.  Henry  Eickhofif  of  San  Francisco 
has  presented  a  set  of  prints  of  the 
Presidents  of  the  United  States  from 
Washington,  to  and  including  Woodrow 
Wilson;  also  a  picture  of  Chief  Justice 
John  Marshall.  The  former  collection, 
when  framed,  will  be  an  interesting  ac- 
quisition to  our  United  States  Section 
of  the  Historic  Gallery.  Although  wc 
have  recently  received  a  collection  of 
bronze  medals  of  the  Presidents,  the 
aforementioned  being  comparative!}'  of 
a  large  scale,  gives  one  the  understand- 
ing of  the  featured  characteristics.  The 
prints  are  on  a  buff  paper,  about  8x11 
inches,  under  which  is  the  signature  of 
the  President.  The  picture  is  covered 
by  a  biographical  leaf. 

Mr.  G.  S.  Fleming  of  Whitehorse, 
Yukon  Territory,  Canada,  sent  to  the 
Museum  last  December  a  chess-board 
made  from  the  wood  of  the  steamship 
Beaver,  the  first  boat  (steam)  to  ply  on 
the  Pacific  ocean.  It  was  built  at  Black- 
well,  London,  England,  in  1835;  the 
steamer  propelled  b^  side  paddle  wheels, 
sailed  109  tons,  maneuvered  by  twenty- 
six  men,  first  set  sail  from  Thames 
August  29,  1835.  Arrived  at  Robinson 
Crusoe  Island  via  Cape  Horn,  Astoria, 
West  Coast  of  North  America,  April 
4,  1836.  The  little  craft  was  wrecked  in 
July,  1888,  after  having  been  propelled 
for  fifty-three  j^ears  by  the  original  ma- 


chinery. The  souvenir  of  the  historic 
steamship,  made  into  chess-board,  has 
for  it  chess-men  which  Mr.  Fleming  has 
just  brought  from  Alaska  and  are  made 
from  prehistoric  mastodon  ivory  that 
was  found  on  Hunker  creek,  near  Yukon 
Territory,  about  forty  feet  below  the 
surface  of  a  perpetual  frozen  glacial 
ground,  that  has  never  been  thawed  since 
the  glacial  era. 

The  kings,  queens,  castles  and  knights 
are  of  a  familiar  carving  to  the  game  of 
chess,  but  the  bishops  are  represented 
bj'  walrus  and  owl  heads.  Eight  pawns 
with  carving  of  the  grouse  and  eight 
more  of  the  ptarmigan. 

Mrs.  Abram  U.  Loeb  has  presented  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband.  Colonel 
A  U.  Lieb  of  the  Ninth  Infantry  of  the 
United  States  Army  the  following  ma- 
terial: Colonel  Lieb  has  had  a  very  ex- 
tensive military  career,  having  seen  the 
battlefields  of  the  Boxer  uprising,  the 
Cuban-Spanish  American  War  1898, 
Prilippine  Insurrection,  Mexican  and 
World  War  over  seas.  The  collection 
has  objects  that  are  more  or  less  familiar 
to  visitors,  but  the  individuality  and 
rareness  of  some  of  the  material  shows 
that  the  collector  was  given  these  sou- 
venir remembrances  by  those  who  held 
him  in  high  esteem.  The  most  notable 
of  the  collection  are  a  few  ornate  opium 
pipes;  one  shows  the  bamboo  stem  on 
which  is  a  slate  bowl  mounted  on  a  base 
of  decorated  nickel,  set  with  green  and 
red    stones.      Another    is    an    ivory    pipe 


THEY  COME  TO  VISIT  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
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with  engraving  work  with  designs  per- 
taining to  music  and  meditation.  The 
bowl  is  highly  colored  and  irregularly 
glazed  with  designs  of  plant  and  animal 
life.  Another  pipe  has  an  octagonal 
shaped  bowl  of  clay,  on  whose  sides 
Chinese  characters  are  portrayed,  and  a 
stem  that  is  covered  with  the  shell  of 
the  armadillo. 

There  is  also  a  decorative  lamp  base, 
in  which  the  wick  is  kept  constantly  burn- 
ing for  opium  smokers  to  light  their 
pipes  by. 

There  are  two  water  pipes,  the  first 
is  nickel  finish,  on  which  is  the  design 
of  characters  enjoying  a  book  of  knowl- 
edge, while  the  second  has  an  elaborate 
cloisonne  design  of  the  dragon.  Two 
small  pipes  that  the  American  world 
would  call  a  quick  smoke.  An  inter- 
esting Kapalaus  in  sheath  covered  with 
skin  and  leather,  used  in  the  Boxer  con- 
flict. A  few  spears  and  javelins  that 
came  from  the  South  Pacific  Islands. 
Several  hats  of  bamboo  weave  that  were 
taken  from  the  heads  of  the  Chinese 
during  the  Boxer  uprising,  one  particu- 
larly interesting — oblate  in  shape,  made 
of  split  bamboo  in  a  very  fine  weave. 
Within  a  teak-wood  case,  from  some 
Imperial  temple  are  a  set  of  spoons, 
forks  and  chopsticks  (hand  made).  A 
small  Quanon  figure  from  the  Sama 
temple,  Pekin,  China.  Three  curious 
heads  of  an  old  plaster  composition  of 
the  same  types,  with  expressions  dif- 
ferent. Two  Buddhistic  figures;  the  first 
is  about  one  foot  high  of  metal  on  the 
bottom  of  which  is  the  stamp  of  the 
Temple — w-ithin  the  figure  we  find  a 
printed  paper,  which  is  the  prayer  gen- 
erally found  in  temple  figures.  In  many 
of  these  Idealistic  figures  as  well  as  the 
prayer  are  placed  jewels  and  food.  The 
small  Buddha  has  the  printed  paper  also. 
A  very  large  decorative  flag  in  yellow, 
dragon  of  blue  design,  used  in  festive 
occasions  in  Pekin,  China.  An  odd  ob- 
ject in  this  Oriental  collection  is  that 
of  a  phonograph  taken  from  the  Ameri- 
can invention  and  sold  in  China.

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THE    PERMIT    FOR    THE    STEINHART 

$250,000    PARK    AQUARIUM    ISSUED 


Site  Next  to  the  Academy  of  Science  Building  Being  Cleared  for  the  New 

Structure — Nine  Months  to  Complete  the  Building— Work 

To  Be  Started  Immediately. 


With  the  issuance  of  a  building  per- 
mit to  Lewis  F.  Hobart,  architect  for 
the  Steinhart  estate,  work  preliminary 
to  actual  construction  of  the  $250,000 
Steinhart  aquarium  has  begun.  The  site 
next  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  build- 
ing is  rapidly  being  cleared  preparatory 
to  the   laying  of  the  foundation. 

There  will  be  no  cornerstone  dedica- 
tion, according  to  Hobart.  When  the 
building  is  completed  an  appropriate 
ceremonj-  will  mark  opening  of  the 
aquarium. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  building  opera- 
tion will  cover  a  period  of  nine  months. 
the  finished  building  combining  all  that 
is  best  in  the  leading  aquariums  of  the 
world. 

Outcome  of  Gift 

The  structure  is  made  possible  through 
a  gift  of  the  late  Ignatz  Steinhart.  Prior 
to  his  death  in  1917.  he  announced  a  gift 
of  $1CG,0C0  to  the  city  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  aquarium,  but  when  his  will 
was  read  it  was  found  he  had  bequeathed 
$250,000  for  the  undertaking.  This 
amount  was  turned  over  to  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  and  since  has  grown  to 
$275,000.  The  money  in  its  entirety  will 
be  used  for  the  buildin.g,  contents  and 
grounds,  leaving  the  maintenance  to  the 
city. 

Expert  supervision  of  the  aquarium 
was  assured  last  November,  when  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences  ap- 
pointed Dr.  Barton  Warren  Evermann 
as  director  and  Alvin  Scale  the  superin- 
tendent. Both  men  are  distinguished 
in  aquarium  work,  having  participated 
in  the  construction  and  supervision  of 
aquariums  in  different  parts  of  the 
world. 


To  Have  Unusual.  Features 

The  aquarium  will  possess  many  un- 
usual features,  among  them  being  the 
inside  court,  which  is  to  be  constructed 
in  the  nature  of  a  swamp,  containing 
fish,  snakes,  frogs,  turtles,  salamanders 
and  other  amphibians,  arranged  as  near 
as  possible  to  their  natural  habitat.  Sur- 
rounding this  court  will  be  the  many 
exhibit  rooms,   specializing  deep-sea  life. 

Such  a  building  long  has  been  the 
dream  of  San  Francisco,  and  as  far  back 
as  1916  resolutions  were  adopted  by  city 
organizations  urging  that  steps  be  taken 
to  build  an  aquarium.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  $20,000  toward  the 
upkeep   of   the   institution. 


GULLS  IN  G.  G.  PARK 

(Continued  from  Page  2) 

The  Glaucous-wingerj  gull  goes  north 
to  raise  its  young,  breeding  along  the 
coast  from  Puget  Sound  north  to  south- 
ern Alaska.  It  seldom,  if  ever,  has  its 
nest  on  the  mainland,  nor  does  it  nest 
on  rocks  that  connect  with  the  shore  at 
low  tide,  for  crows,  foxes,  etc.,  are  fond 
of  young  gulls,  or  possibly  even  eg.gs; 
but  every  rocky  isle  or  islet,  over  which 
the  sea  cannot  break,  will  have  its 
colony. 

The  Western  gull  has  the  same  habits, 
and  nests  along  our  coast  from  the 
State  of  Washington  to  Lowor  Cali- 
fornia. The  fishermen,  who  us^d  to 
gather  Murres'  eggs  on  the  Fprrallon 
Islands,  opposite  San  Francisco  Bay, 
usr-d  to  destroy  as  many  gulls  as  pos- 
sible, because  these  birds  were  voracious 
destroyers,  not  only  of  the  ^Nlurr^s'  eggs, 
but  of  any  downy  young  they  could  get, 
rs  well  But  now  that  all  the  egging 
on  the  islands  is  stopped,  the  .euHs  have 
Increased  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
rre  reducing  the  number  o*^  Murres  on 
the    islands.

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The  story  of  Initial  Idea  of  the  Development  of  Golden  Gate  Park 

ARTICLE    III 


The  Park  site  being  acquired,  the 
Legislature  proccedd  to  pass  a  bill  cre- 
ating a  Park  Commission  and  authoriz- 
ing the  Supervisors  to  appropriate  money 
for  the  reclamation  of  the  land.  In  the 
forty-odd  years  that  have  since  elapsed 
that  work  has  been  carried  forward  stead- 
ily and  energetically.  Mr.  William  Ham- 
mond Hall,  the  eminent  engineer,  laid 
out  a  broad  plan  of  reclamation  and 
designed  an  appropriate  system  of  road- 
ways for  the  Commissioners.  While  of 
course  it  had  been  elaborated  in  detail 
to  an  extent  and  in  ways  that  probably 
its  designer  never  thought  of,  the  gen- 
eral lines  of  Mr.  Hall's  plans  have  been 
carried  out  and  the  artistic  and  enduring 
nature  of  the  scheme  bears  testimony  to 
his  judgment  and  taste,  At  first  the 
Commisioners  were  a  good  deal  embar- 
rassed for  the  want  of  funds  commen- 
surate for  the  extent  of  the  undertaking, 
for  as  Mr.  McCoppin  said,  there  was  at 
that  time  no  public  sentiment  upon  the 
subject  of  parks,  and  there  was  a  wide- 
spread ignorance  among  the  masses  as 
to  the  value  of  public  recreation  grounds, 
while,  upon  the  other  hand,  the  Super- 
vsors  were  always  anxous  to  have  the 
appearance  of  being  a  very  economic  ad- 
ministration. But  as  the  Park  work 
began  to  develop  into  picturesque  lawns, 
surrounded  by  fringes  of  forests,  well 
made  drives  and  roads  running  through 
exquisite  gardens  and  charming  land- 
scapes, its  importance  was  accorded  a 
growing  recognition. 

When  the  work  of  reclamation  was 
first  begun  the  Park  Commissioners 
were  confronted  with  one  of  the  most 
discouraging  tasks  that  men  ever  faced. 
Commencing  with  the  eastern  boundary 
line  of  the  Panhandle,  and  ending  at  the 
ocean  beach,  they  had  a  territory  four 
and  a  quarter  miles  long  by  half  a  mile 
wide,  and  consisting  mainly  of  dry. 
shifting  sand  dunes,  to  improve  and 
make  beautiful.  The  vastness  of  the 
undertaking  was  equaled  by  the  appar- 
ently unsurmountable  difficulties  that 
had  to  be  overcome.     All  sorts  of  devices 


were  tried  for  the  reclamation  of  the 
shifting  sand  dunes.  Grain  crops  were 
put  in,  and  nearly  all  varieties  of  grass 
were  cultivated,  but  with  little  success. 
Yellow  lupin  was  tried,  but  did  not 
fully  produce  the  results  desired.  Final- 
ly the  sea  bent  grass  was  experimented 
with  and  its  strong,  fibrous  roots  were] 
found  to  accomplish  the  purposes  de- 
sire. This  grass  held  the  sand  in  placeij 
and  under  its  shelter  stronger  plants  and 
shrubs  were  set  out  and  grew  up.  After 
four  years  of  efifort,  that  which  had  beeni* 
a  barren  waste  began  to  clothe  itself 
in  a  rough  and  dingy  verdure  that  in- 
spired the  hope  of  future  and  more  per- 
fect achievements.  Subsequently,  tree^ 
planting,  flower  sowing,  shrub  setting,' 
road  making  and  water-pipe  laj'ing,  were 
soon  inaugurated,  and  in  a  little  time 
the  eatern  end  of  the  area  up  as  far| 
as  the  Conservatory  began  to  present  ar; 
most   attractive   appearance. 

Soon  after  the  work  of  improving  the 
Park  had  begun  to  take  shape  and  form,i 
men  of  mean  also  began  to  assist  tlie^ 
development  by  creating  special  features- 
at  their  own  private  expense.  Mr.  Will- 
liam  Alvord,  president  of  the  Bank  of 
California,  led  the  way,  in  this  direc-" 
tion,  by  presenting  the  lakelet  whicW 
bears  his  name,  at  the  Hight  street  en- 
trance, where  the  dainty  life  of  curious; 
species  of  waterfowl  have  for  several, 
years  past  interested  children  as  well 
as  adults  Later  on  Mr.  Alvord  headed 
the  syndicate  which  erected  the  Con- 
servatohy.  The  material  of  which  the 
Conservatory  was  originally  constructed 
was  brought  to  this  coast  by  the  late 
Mr.  James  Lick  for  the  purpose,  it  is 
believed,  of  erecting  a  sanitarium  at  San 
Jose.  Upon  Mr.  Lick's  death  Mr.  Al- 
vord saw  an  opportunity  to  get  material 
for  a  Park  Conservatory,  and  he  induced 
a  number  of  others  to  join  him  in  the 
project.

Later  t 
these    same    berries    burst    and    beautiful 
deep  red  fungus-like  flowers  spring  forth. 

Along  the  main  driveway,  an  occasional 
"Eucalyptus  Firfolia"  is  encountered  by 
the   eye. 

As  aforesaid,  it  is  distainguished  by  its 
red  beries,  red  flowers  and  gold-rimmed 
green  leaves  and  its  altogether  distinctive 
beauty.

ESPLANADE  AND   CLIFF 

HOUSE    ROAD    TO    BE 

READY    BY    JUNE    J 

In  honor  of  the  Shriners'  Convention, 
the  third  unit  of  the  Esplanade  will  be 
completed  June  1,  that  the  300,000  or 
more  visitors  to  San  Francisco  may 
view  for  the  first  time  the  most  beautiful 
scenic  walk  and  drive  in  the  world. 

Also  in  honor  of  the  Shriners,  work 
is  being  rushed  on  the  reconstruction 
of  the  old  Point  Lobos  road  around  the 
Sutro  Gardens,  beginning  at  Forty- 
eighth  avenue,  and  by  May  15  this  sec- 
tion of  the  boulevard  system  of  the  city 
will  be  completed.  This  road  begins  at 
the  great  entrance  gate  of  the  Sutro 
Gardens  and  continues  to  the  Clifif 
House,  where  it  connects  with  the 
Esplanade. 

Hundreds  of  Workers  Busy 

Hundreds  of  men  have  been  put  to 
work  on  the  Esplanade  and  Point  Lobos 
roadway,  and  the  drives  are  practically 
closed  to  automobile  traffic  to  make  way 
for  the  workmen  and  the  dredgers,  con- 
struction machinery,  cement  workers 
and  automobile  trucks  of  the  Board  of 
Public   Works. 

$300,000   Esplanade 

The  Esplanade  by  June  1  will  have 
cost  $300,000.  Before  the  finishing 
touches    have    been    made    it    will    have 


cost  another  $500,000  or  more,  for  it 
is  planned  to  ornament  it  in  every  pos- 
sible way,  and  to  bank  in  the  cliffs  of 
Sutro  Gardens  and  build  a  stone  stair- 
way from  the  top  of  the  gardens  to 
the  Esplanade,  with  platforms  at  inter- 
vals, and  carved  stone  seats  placed  con- 
veniently so  the  visitor  may  enter  the 
gardens  either  from  the  Esplanade  or  by 
walking  or  riding  around  to  the  entrance 
gate   on    Forty-eighth  avenue. 

Plants  and  flowers  will  also  add  their 
beauty  to  the  general  effect  when  planted 
in  the  ground  or  in  mammoth  vases, 
while  the  gardens  are  already  a  mass 
of  rare   plants   and  blooms. 

The  sand  banks  that  mar  the  beach 
are  being  removed  and  the  entire  beach 
will  be  smooth  and  leveled  to  the  ocean 
line  by  hydraulic  power  to  make  a 
smooth  surface  to  the  water  line.  The 
high  pressure  system  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment will  be  employed  for  this  work, 
which  will  also  be  ready  for  the  public's 
admiration  June  L 

Stretches  of  green  grass,  sprinkled 
with  poppies,  will  line  the  Esplanade,  run- 
ning along  beside  the  cement  sidewalk 
to  Fulton  street  At  intervals  stone 
steps,  with  high  balustrades,  will  run 
from  the  sidewalks  to  the  sands  of  the 
beach,  that  the  great  playground  of  the 
city  may  be  of  easy  access.

Numerous  American  waterfown  and 
shorebirds  may  be  found  throughout  the 
different  sections  of  the  Park.  Among 
the  many  varieties  are  the  mallard,  black 
duck,  gadwall,  baldpate,  green-winged 
teal,  pintail,  canvasback,  wood  duck, 
trumpeter  swan,  coot,  Wilson's  snipe, 
sanderling,  golden  plover,  ruddy  turn- 
stone,  kildeer,  mourning  dove,  mountain 
quail,  valley  quail,  bob  white,  spruce 
grouse,  sagehen,  ring-necked  pheasant, 
white-tailed  ptarmigan  and  blue-crested 
pheasant.  All  of  these  birds,  with  the 
exception  of  the  pheasants,  enjoy  utmost 
liberty. 

The  beautiful  trumpeter  swan  is  one 
of  the  few  of  his  race,  the  millinery  trade 
have  so  ravished  his  native  haunts  that 
this  rare  species  has  become  almost 
extinct. 


FOREIGN  PLANTS  AND  TREEES 

There  are  scattered  throughout  the 
Park  trees  and  plants  indigenous  to 
many  soils  and  many  climates.  To  cite 
a  few,  for  instance:  The  Australian  tea 
fern,  the  New  Zealand  tea  tree  and 
"toute"  (the  latter  bearing  a  fruit,  the 
eating  of  which  drives  cattle  crazy),  the 
passion  vine  of  Lebanon,  the  Norway 
spruce,  the  Scotch  broom,  the  Eastern 
barberry,  the  Oregon  pine,  the  Douglass 
fir,  the  Juniper  tree,  Chinese  trees,  East- 
ern elms,  maples  and  basswood,  plants 
from  Japan,  South  America,  Chile,  South 
Africa,  Spain,  various  speciments  of 
trees  from  the  Pyrenees  Mountains  and 
the  Alps  and  varieties  of  the  Kauri  pine 
from  New  Zealand.

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SAN    FRANCISCO    NEEDS    A    ZOO 

By  G.  DALLAS  HANNA,  Calif.  Academy  of  Sciences 


Those  who  have  been  in  a  position  to 
know,  alwaj's  state  that  our  city  has 
the  very  best  climate  in  the  world  for 
the  maintainance  of  a  first-class  zoologi- 
cal park.  Animals  here  would  not  be 
depressed  by  the  heat  of  summer  and 
the  winters  are  so  warm  that  all  but  the 
essentially  tropical  species  would  thrive 
out  of  doors.  For  this  reason  the  en- 
closures could  be  larger  than  is  the  rule 
elsewhere,  and  this  would  enable  the 
various  species  to  take  more  exercise, 
thus  keeping  in  a  healthier  condition. 
For  the  same  reason  replacement  would 
not  be  necessary  so  often.  These  pe- 
culiarlj'  favorable  conditions  would  make 
the  cost  of  upkeep  of  an  excellent  zoo- 
logical park  in  San  Francisco  much  less 
than  it  would  be  in  any  other  city  where 
great  extremes  in  temperature  are  found. 

For  half  a  century  San  Francisco  has 
been  the  center  of  the  West  for  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  advancement 
of  the  science  of  Natural  History.  The 
erection  of  the  new  Steinhart  Aquarium 
by  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences 
in  Golden  Gate  Park  shows  conclusively 
that  the  people  here  are  very  greatly 
interested  in  the  wild  animal  of  ocean 
as  well  as  land.  The  Natural  History 
Museum  of  the  Academy  has  always 
been  a  great  attraction;  over  four  mil- 
lion visitors  have  studied  its  collections 
since  1915.  From  the  popularity  of 
zoological  parks  in  other  cities  it  is  cer- 
tain that  if  one  could  be  established  in 
San  Francisco  it,  with  the  aquarium, 
museums  and  art  institutes  would  insure 
this  region  remaining  the  cultural  center 
of  the  West  for  many  generations  to 
come.  The  aquarium  will  afford  an  op- 
portunity to  see  and  study  great  num- 
bers of  living  fishes,  right  in  their  ele- 
ment and  no  doubt  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  people  who  visit  the  place  each 
year  will  be  thankful  for  the  generosity 
of  one  of  our  public-spirited  citizens, 
Ignatz  Steinhart. 

The  establishment  of  a  zoo  aflfords  an 


opportunity  for  some  other  man  to  bring 
lasting  fame  to  his  name  and  provide 
an  educational  institution  for  all  the 
people.  Schools  and  hospitals  are  of 
course  very  useful  and  much  might  be 
said  in  praise  of  the  numerous  people 
who  have  endowed  the  goodly  number 
of  which  we  can  boast.  But  at  best 
these  are  only  of  benefit  to  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  population,  whereas  a 
museum  or  a  zoological  park  or  an  aqua- 
rium or  a  botanical  park  is  of  value  for 
the  education  and  recreation  of  practical- 
ly all  the  people  of  the  city  and  a  great 
many  visitors. 

Many  San  Francisco  men  have  been 
successful  financially  and  they  have 
usually  been  very  generous  to  the  public 
when  the  time  came  to  break  up  their 
fortunes.  Science  has  profited  many 
times  from  such  philanthropy.  James 
Lick  set  the  pace  many  years  ago  when 
he  endowed  several  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, such  as  Lick  Observatory  on  Mt. 
Hamilton.  He  also  gave  valuable  prop- 
erty to  the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences,  which  has  enabled  it  to  take 
a  leading  part  in  the  promotion  of 
science  on  the  West  Coast. 

With  the  comng  of  the  aquarium  the 
need  of  a  zoo  is  more  keenly  felt.  All 
of  us  are  interested  in  animals  and  ex- 
perience in  other  cities  has  shown  that 
a  well  cared  for  collection  is  the  most 
attractive  exhibit  which  can  be  estab- 
lished. We  want  to  see  the  elephants, 
lions,  tigers,  allegators  and  snakes.  If 
we  now  wished  our  children  to  see  such 
a  collection  it  would  be  necesf^ary  to 
take  them  across  the  continent,  some 
5000  miles  and  back.  Many  cities,  much 
smaller  than  San  Francisco,  have  started 
zoos,  some  of  them  on  the  West  Coast, 
but  as  yet  their  collections  are  small 
and   sometimes  not  well  cared  for. 

Therefore,  it  is  well  to  emphasize,  that 
San  Francisco  needs  a  Zoo.

ARTICLE  VII 


DEVASTATION   AND    RECOVERY 

The  census  of  1900  gave  San  Fran- 
cisco a  population  of  342,782.  That  of 
1910  raised  it  to  416,912,  a  gain  of  over 
21  per  cent  in  a  decade;  and  between 
the  two  counts  the  city  suffered  the 
greatest  fire  of  which  modern  men  have 
any   knowledge. 

The  conflagration  of  April  18th  to 
21st,  1906,  burned  497  city  blocks,  or 
four  square  miles,  out  of  the  heart  of 
the  city.  From  the  Embracadero,  be- 
tween the  foot  of  Taylor  street  and  the 
foot  of  Howard  street,  it  swept  south- 
westward  to  Van  Ness  avenue,  got  a 
block  beyond,  from  Clay  to  Sutter, 
jumped  Van  Ness  again  between  Golden 
Gate  avenue  and  Page  street  and  burned 
three  blocks  westward,  and  at  the  same 
time  swept  the  populous  area  south  of 
Market  street  as  far  southeast  as  Town- 
send  and  as  far  southwest  as  Dolores 
and  Twentieth  street.  Twenty-eighth 
thousand  buildings  were  destroyed  in 
three  days.  The  railroads  carried  200,000 
people  out  of  town.  The  whole  business 
district  was  a  dreary  waste  of  ashes  in 
which  the  only  business  done  for  weeks 
consisted  in  dragging  safes  out  of  the 
ruins  and  breaking  them  open  in  the 
hope  of  finding  some  of  their  contents 
unburned. 

Yet,  as  this  is  being  written,  the  mer- 
chants of  this  city  are  inviting  the  people 
of  the  West  to  a  fashion  show  in  the 
most  beautiful  modern  stores,  in  well- 
paved,  clean,  brilliantly  lighted  streets — 
a  fashion  show  richer  and  more  sumptu- 
ous, than  can  be  seen  anywhere  outside 
of  Paris,  designed  to  appeal  to  the  taste 
and  pocket-books  of  a  prosperous  peo- 
ple. And  the  city,  as  a  whole,  has  in- 
vited the  world  to  the  greatest  inter- 
national exposition  thus  far  held.

Estimated  on  the  figures  of  the  publio.' 
service  corporations,  a  sure  inde.x,  the 
population  of  San  Francisco  in  1913  is 
53O,i0CO.  In/  March,  1913,  real  estate 
sold  on  its  main  thoroughfare  at  $14,000 
a  front  foot. 

In  the  .histories  of  American  cities 
there  are  no  wonders  comparable  to 
these.  And  yet  in  looking  over  San 
Francsco's  past  one  is  forced  to  con- 
clude that  any  one  of  these  contributing 
causes  of  growth  might  have  been 
omitted  and  yet  the  city  would  have 
been  here.  It  would  have  been  a  thriv- 
ing community  by  this  time  without  the 
gold  mines,  for  Americans  were  begin- 
ning to  settle  in  California  before  the 
presence  of  gold  was  generally  suspected 
and  agriculture  and  commerce  would 
have  made  San  Franicsco  great.  Order 
and  security  would  in  some  way  have 
been  evolved  if  not  by  the  Vigilance 
Committee.  The  Comstock  might  never 
have  been  discovered  and  still  San  Fran- 
cisco would  have  continued  to  thrive 
beyond  any  other  city  of  the  West. 

The  Spanish  galleons  no  longer  tra- 
verse their  ancient  route  from  Manila 
to  Acapulca,  but  fleets  of  steel  and  steam 
must  pass  on  the  same  trail,  back  and 
forth  between  Europe  and  Asia.  Despite 
earthquake  and  fire,  the  city's  commer- 
cial fabric  stands  on  the  surest  of  foun- 
dations— that  of  economic  necessity. 
Were  there  no  San  Francisco  in  ex- 
istence men  would  have  to  begin  and 
build  it  now. 

The  beauty  and  grandeur  of  San 
Francisco's  location  have  delighted  every 
visitor  that  h;ns  seen  the  region  prop- 
rrly.  With  the  possible  exception  of 
Constantinople  no  other  city  has  such 
a  setting.  It  occupies  the  tip  of  a  penin- 
sula about  6^4  miles  across,  almost  sur- 
rounded by  the  Pacific  Ocean  on  tlic 
west,  San  Francisco  Bay  on  the  cast  and 
rlong  the  north  the  Golden  Gate  con- 
necting   the    two.

low  tide  mark  it  cannot  live,  because 
it  must  have  fresh  air  every  day.  As 
the  shells  grow  larger  and  older  they 
do  go  below  low  tide  mark  permanently 
but  not  until  after  they  are  four  years 
old. 

Thus  to  be  "planted"  tthe  young  clam 
must  have  a  number  of  very  favorable 
conditions  of  wind,  tide,  etc.  It  so 
happens  that  a  good  year  for  setting 
comes  only  once  every  five  or  more 
years  and  often  practically  no  new  clams 
develop   at  all. 

Through  an  ingenious  method  it  has 
been  learned  that  the  clam  grew  fairly 
rapidly  the  first  seven  years  o^f  its  life 
then  more  slowly  up  to  20  or  more  years. 
It  takes  four  to  seven  years  to  become 
Df  "legal  size." 

It  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to 
enforce  the  bag  limit  and  "legal"  size 
imong  the  commercial  fishermen.  But 
with  the  tourists,  beach  visitors  and 
bathers  it  becomes  practically  impos- 
sible. They  find  the  young  calms  very 
sasy  to  dig,  very  delicious  to  eat,  and 
sasy  to  get  away  with — consequently 
large  numbers  of  the  young  undersized 
:lams  are  destroyed.  So  serious  is  the 
situation  that  immediate  and  effective 
legislation  must  be  adopted  or  the  won- 
derful Pisco  clam  will  live  in  memory 
Dnly,  like  the  dodo,  the  passenger 
pigeon,  and  the  California  grizzly  bears. 


SPECIES     OF     HONEYSUCKLE 

Within  the  Waller  street  gate  there  is 
a  patch  of  small  trees  or  shrubs,  known 
as  the  Viburnum.  The  tree  is  a  genus 
of  the  honeysuckle  family,  having  oppo- 
ipite  branchlets,  naked  buds,,  opposite 
entire  or  senated  leaves  and  axillary 
or  terminal  flowers,  becoming  a  dry  or 
fleshy  ovoid  drupe  in  fruit. 

Here  also  may  be  found  what  is  called 
Sweet  Vibutnum,  a  native  shrub  of  rocky 
woods  and  streams  from  Canada  to 
Georgia  and  Kentucky.

The  Dutch  windmills,  as  their  titles 
naturally  imply,  are  designed  and  built 
architecturally  after  the  originals,  which 
are  sprinkled  throughout  the  Netherland 
country. 

With  an  eye,  it  would  seem,  to  putting 
them  in  their  proper  and  natural  en- 
virons, so  that  they  would  seem  more 
perfectly  at  home  and  thereby  do  their 
work  more  happily,  they  have  been 
erected  very  close  to  the  golden  banks 
of  the  booming  Pacific. 

A  traveler  faring  westward  through 
the  Park  at  first  espies  them  from  his 
slight  elevation,  set  against  the  broad 
Pacific.

They  are  splendid  structures — those 
two  Dutch  windmills  out  at  the  end  of 
Golden  Gate  Park — and  so  sturdy  and 
ruged  in  appearance  that  no  modern 
Don  Quixote — if  there  be  any  in  the 
offing — would  ever  dare  assault  them.

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PIONEER   COLLECTION    OCCUPIES    NEW    EXHIBIT    ROOM 


Owing  to  the  large  collection  of  early 
California  views  given  to  the  De  Young 
Memorial  Museum  by  M.  H.  de  Young, 
a  fourth  room  has  been  added  to  the 
pioneer  rooms  at  the  Museum.  The 
new  room  is  to  be  called  the  "Early 
California  View  Room,"  and  will  be 
devoted  to  pictures  and  relics  of  early 
California.  The  collection  of  photo- 
graphs and  drawings  was  presented  to 
the  Museum  some  time  ago  by  Mr.  de 
Young,  but,  but  to  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  the  three  pioneer  rooms,  were 
not  put  on  display  until  this  week.

A  heavy  German  sword,  with  half  the 
blade  gone,  picked  up  on  a  battle  field 
in  France,  was  given  to  the  Museum 
by  Mr.  de  Young,,  who  visited  the 
Museum  last  Saturday  for  the  first  time 
since  his  arrival  from  Europe.  The 
sword  was  given  to  him  by  a  friend 
in  Europe. 

Many  relics  and  photographs  of  early 
California  were  presented  to  the  Park 
Memorial  Museum  last  week,  and  will 
be  placed  in  the  "Early  California  View 
Room."  Two  small  photographs  of  the 
scenes  following  the  San  Francisco 
earthquake  of  1868  are  the  gift  of  W.  L. 
James,  as  are  tw-o  sets  of  constitutions 
and  by  -laws.  The  constitutions  and  by- 
laws of  the  Monumental  Fire  Engine 
Company  arc  dated  1850,  1854  and  1860. 
The  other  set  is  that  of  the  Society  of 
California  Pioneers,  dated  1850  and  1861.

11    symphonies   and   numerous  instrumental   works.      Died   in   Frankfort-On-the-Main,   June   23,    1822. 


COLORFUL  EUCALYPTUS 

There  are  several  species  of  eucalyptus 
in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Of  all  of  them 
the  particular  type  called  "Eucalyptus 
Firfolia,"  despite  its  inability  to  reach 
heights  attained  by  his  more  rugged  rela- 
tives, nevertheless  compensates  for  his 
deficiency  by  a  beauty  that  the  others 
are   unable   to  display. 

The  "Eucalyptus  Firfolia"  boasts  pret- 
ty leaves,  slender,  dark  green,  fish- 
shaped,  whose  endges  are  ever  touched 
with  a  fine  gold  line  all  around.  Red 
berries  blossom  among  the  leaves.  Later 
these  same  berries  burst  and  beautiful 
deep  red  fungus-like  flowers  spring  forth. 

Along  the  main  driveway,  an  occasionla 
"Eucalyptus  Firfolia"  is  encountered  by 
the  eye. 

As  aforesaid,  it  is  distinguished  by  its 
red  berries,  red  flowers  and  gold-rimmed 
green  leaves  and  its  altogether  distinctive 
beauty. 


MINIATURE  MAMMOTH   CAVE 

The  russet-hued  tunnel  which  connects 
Lake  Alvord's  grounds  to  the  Children's 
Quarter  is  one  of  the  many  delightful 
spots  in  the  Park.  It  was  erected  short- 
ly before  the  Midwinter  Exposition  of 
1894.  It  is  replica  of  one  of  the  galleries 
of  the  famous  mammoth  caves  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  its  icycle-likc  hangings  are 
the  nesting  places  of  hundreds  of  spar- 
rows. Upon  entering  the  tunnel  one  is 
enchanted  bj^  the  chirping  of  these  small 
birds,  that  vie  with  the  squirrels  for 
the  honors  of  being  the  tamest  creatures 
in   the   Park.

Hector  Louis  Berlioz,  born  in  Cote-Saint-Andre,  near  Grenoble,  France,  December  11,  1803.

The  old  picnic  house,  which  stands 
upon  that  gentle  slope  between  the 
Japanese  village  and  elevated  Stow 
Lake,  is  gradually  going  to  ruin. 

Here  is  a  shrine,  around  which  in  the 
old  days  parents  and  children  clustered 
between  long  spells  of  picnicking  to 
gratefully   partake    of   basket   luncheons. 

It  was  a  sight  that  many  will  never 
forget:  the  old  house,  squating  like  a 
mother  hen  in  the  middle  of  the  garden, 
while  all  the  children,  like  her  brood  of 
chickens,  chattering  and  played  about. 

Now,  on  Sundays  the  old  house  is 
scarcely  noticed  by  the  visitor  who 
pass    it   by   along   the   paths. 

The  ivy  clings  to  its  dilapidated  walls. 
Rather,  it  would  seem,  the  ivy  comes 
up,  like  an  old  friend,  to  wrap  its  arms 
about  the  decaying  buildings — to  support 
and  solace  the  old  structure  in  its 
declining  days.

JAPANESE  TEA  GARDEN 

A  VERY  ATTRACTIVE  SPOT 

One  of  the  most  attractive  spots  in 
the  Park  at  this  season  is  the  quaint 
Japanese  Gardens.  The  miniature  cherry 
trees  are  blossoming  and  the  dwarfed 
plants  and  shrubs  are  displaying  their 
new  coat  of  green,  the  various  oriental 
birds  which  are  enclosed  in  the 
tiny  bamboo  aviary,  are  bursting  forth 
in  song,  and  the  entire  little  village 
seems  to  have  awakened  from  its  sum- 
mer's  sleep  to  this  glorious  fall  season. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  man- 
agement of  the  garden  has  spent  much 
time  improving  this  section  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  village  will  attract 
more  visitors  than  ever  before. 

During  the  intermission  at  the  concert 
those  making  an  inspection  of  the  tea 
gardens  will  be  afforded  a  delightful 
surprise. 


SEAL    ROCKS 

The  Seal  Rocks  at  Ocean  Beach  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, whose  chief  duty  it  is  to 
see  that  the  seals  are  not  molested  by 
fishermen  and  tourists.

The  main  road,  lined  with  statues, 
passes  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden,  where 
a  dainty  Oriental  maiden  will  serve  you 
tea  as  you  sit  under  the  cherry  blossoms 
or  the  drooping  purple  wistaria,  looking 
down  on  the  quaint  Japanese  garden. 

On  down  the  shady  road  you  stroll  to 
Strawberry  Hill,  where  the  wisdom  of 
the  makers  of  the  Park  decided  there 
should  be  a  lake  to  invite  the  waterfowl 
and  the  oarsmen  alike.  The  hill  is 
moated  with  Stow  Lake's  dripping  waters 
and  hundreds  of  ducks,  swans,  mudhens 
and  gulls  dive  and  swim  in  security  and 
peace. 

From  the  summit  of  Strawberry  Hill, 
an  easy  climb  up  a  half-strewn  trail,  you 
look  down  on  the  world,  over  the  blue 
floor  of  the  Pacific  to  the  distant 
Faralioncs,  over  the  Golden  Gate  and 
San  Francisco  B?y  to  Mount  Tamalpais, 
Berkeley,  Oakland  and  Alameda,  and 
over  the  clustering  roofs  of  the  city.

Amilcare  Ponchielli  was  born  in   Paderno,  Fasalaro,  Cremona,  Italy,  August  31..   1834;  died  January

Karl  Maria  Von  Weber  was  recognized  as  the  most  influential  composer  during  his  time  by  his 
countrymen  and  he  was  also  a  notable  pianist;  he  could  stretch  a  twelfth  on  the  piano.  He  composed 
many  operas  and  overtures.  In  a  turmoil  of  intrigue  and  dissipation  he  forgot  his  art  until  he  became 
involved  in  a  quarrel  leading  to  his  banishment  in  1810;  he  finally  recovered  from  his  dilemma,  returning 
in    better   spirits. 

7.  Waltz,  "Tresor  d'Amour"  (Treasures  of  Love) E.  Waldteufel 

Emile  Waldteufel  was  termed  the  waltz  king  during  his  time,  having  written  very  captivating 
waltzes  and  dance  music.  He  was  a  prolific  composer  and  was  the  first  writer  to  modernize  the  accom- 
paniment,  changing  the  harmonic  construction   and   deriving   a  more  "Comprehensive   and   flowing   bass.

PARK  MUSEUM  WAR  TROPHIES  TO  BE  RECLASSIFIED 

Many  Exhibits  in  Storage  to  Be  Installed  at  Memorial  Institution 

In  line  with  the  plans  of  the  new 
curator  of  the  M.  H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum,  George  H.  Barron,  to  rearrange 
various  departments  in  the  Museum,  the 
entire  arms  and  armor  gallery,  which 
houses  so  many  valuable  war  trophies, 
will  be  rcclassihed  immediately  and  many 
exhibits  now  in  storage  installed. 

This  portion  of  the  Museum  is  said 
by  authorities  to  contain  the  finest  col- 
lection of  relics  of  the  World  War  to  be 
found  in  America.  With  the  addition  of 
many  new  exhibits,  which  will  be  made 
possible  by  the  reclassification  and  re- 
arrangement, this  gallery  should  exceed 
anything  found  in  similar  institutions  in 
the  world. 


New  Appointment 

Another  appointnicnt  confirmed  by  the 
Park  Commission  was  announced  at  the 
Museum  Sunday — that  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
Holmes  as  assistant  curator.  Miss 
Holmes  has  been  connected  with  the 
Museum  for  many  years  and  has  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  installation  of  all 
exhibits  in  the  beautiful  new  wing  that 
was  added  to  the  old  building  by  Mr. 
de    Young    some    months    ago. 

Interest  in  California  history  evinced 
by  recent  contributors  to  the  institution 
continues  to  grow  ap-^ce.  One  of  the 
gifts  of  this  past  week  is  a  fine  collection 
of  manuscripts  covering  the  corresponcl- 
cnce  between   leading  pioneers  from  the

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period  1846  to  1849.  This  collection  was 
presented  by  Cathal  O'Farrell,  whose 
father  was  the  first  surveyor  of  San 
Francisco.  The  documents  bear  the 
signature  of  Lieutenant  H.  W.  Halleck, 
the  first  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Terri- 
tory of  California. 

Miss  I.  C.  Blum  of  San  Francisco  do- 
nated for  the  historical  room  a  manu- 
script proclamation  issuing  a  call  for  the 
constitutional  convention  of  citizens  of 
California  to  form  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  new  State.  This  was  dated 
July,  1847,  two  years  before  the  first 
convention  for  that  purpose,  which  his- 
tory has  recorded.  In  addition,  Miss 
Blum  contributed  a  large  and  valuable 
group  of  pamphlets  pertaining  to  the 
suburban  division  of  the  city's  property, 
dated  1858  and  1865,  inclusive. 

Air.  de  Young  added  to  his  beautiful 
donations  in  the  line  of  sacred  relics  this 
week  by  the  gift  of  a  handsome  chasuble. 
It  is  of  the  early  Spanish  type  and  is 
wonderfully  embroidered  in  gold  passe- 
menterie. The  border  is  heavily  deco- 
rated and  the  chasuble  is  lined  in  brilliant 
scarlet  satin. 

For  the  arms  and  armor  gallery  Cap- 
tain C.  L.  Hooper  presented  a  Cuban 
machete  used  for  warfare  or  brush  cut- 
ting; a  Mauser  rifle  and  bayonet,  Ger- 
man type,  captured  from  the  Spaniards 
at  Manila  in  1898;  a  flintlock  rifle  used 
by  seal  poachers  in  Alaska  and  a  flint- 
lock rifle  brought  from  the  northern 
coast  of  Africa  and  decorated  with  traced 
metal  bands  about  the  barrel. 

A  photograph  of  Baptiste  Frapolli,  a 
pioneer  of  California,  who  arrived  in 
1849  and  lived  here  until  his  death  in 
1890,  was  the  gift  of  Mrs.  John  Martinon 
of  this  city.  Frapolli  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  famous  Swiss-Italian 
wine  colony.  He  made  the  voyage  to 
California  from  Brazil  around  the  Horn.
